WILLIAM FOX-PITT'S "extraordinary and unigue" Olympic partner 
Tamarillo was put down last week (28 July) aged 23. 

"Age had caught up with him," said William. "He lived to a good age. 
It is always a tough decision." 

By Tarnik and out of the Master Spiritus mare Mellita, part-bred 
Arab Tamarillo was bred by the Guinness family in 1992 at the 
BiddesdenStud. 

"He had a huge impact on my career," William told H&H. "He took me 
to great heights and really captured the imagination of the public 
with his incredible athleticism and personality. He was a character. He 
gave us great highs, and pushed us to the limits at times with his 
quirks, but he taught me a lot. 

"He was a one-off, a freak in many ways. When the Guinnesses bred 
him they dreamt of a fabulous career for him, and the fact it 
materialised was fantastic." 

Tamarillospent a "long and happy retirement" underthe watchful 
eye of Jackie Potts, William's longstanding head girl. 

"He was in great shape right until the end. All of us will miss him 
hugely," William added. 

However, Tamarillo's genes will live on as his clone remains. In 2013 
Tomatillo, a colt, was born in San Antonio, New Mexico, but it is not yet 
clear whether the horse will compete, as breeding is the primary aim.

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Fatal disease found 
at Olympic site in Rio 

Ahead of the test event at the Rio site in Brazil, concerns emerge after glanders is found. Meanwhile no British 
riders will be heading to the event this week. Pippa Cuckson and Amy Mathieson report 



A surprise glanders scare at the 

Deodoro Olympic horse park in Rio 
(pictured above), which the 2016 
Olympic organisers kept under 
wraps until last week, has caused 
concern within the equestrian industry. 

Team GBR World Class performance 
director Dan Hughes is at the Rio test event 
this week (5-9 August), awaiting updates. 

Glanders is a deadly bacterial infection, 
largely wiped out around the world but which 
reappeared in Brazil 15 years ago. The 
Brazilian government has been criticised by 
the World Organisation for Animal Health (OIE) 
chief Dr Bernard Vallat for not being "more 
transparent about the situation". 

The British Equestrian Federation (BEF) was 
among the national bodies only advised of the 
scare on Friday (31 July), even though the first 
case emerged in April. 

Glanders causes nodules and ulcers in the 
respiratory tract and spreads through 
contaminated feed, water, skin lesions, 
coughing and sneezing, aerosol emissions or 
via shared tack. 

Sufferers are usually put down to contain 
the disease. 

Deodoro is a military base, stabling army 
horses until February when they vacated the 
site so that the six-month pre-Olympic test 
event quarantine could begin. 

The briefing note issued by Rio organisers 
said one of these horses, now posted 


600km away in Vitoria, was diagnosed 
with glanders in April. 

The authorities then undertook mass testing 
and in June, a further horse previously at 
Deodoro tested positive, with another 
"inconclusive". Brazil's agriculture ministry is 
testing a further 584 locally-based horses. 

OIE has helped Rio with biosecurity 
arrangements and says there is no risk to 
visiting horses. 

FEI president Ingmar de Vos added: "MAPA 
[the Brazilian ministry of agriculture] has 
confirmed to the FEI that there is no threat to 
the test event nor to the horses that will 
compete. We are confident that everything is 
being handled correctly." 

There is no suggestion the equestrian 
events will have to be moved. The 2008 events 
were relocated to Hong Kong when Beijing said 
it could not meet biosecurity and quarantine 
requirements. 

No British horses at test event 

BRAZILIAN horses only will participate in the 
test event this week. 

"The national federations were offered the 
opportunity to send horses and riders, but due 
to the high costs involved, the national Olympic 
committees and national federations felt they 
could learn as much by being on the ground as 
they could by bringing horses, so made the 
decision to save their money for next year's 
Olympic Games," said an FEI spokesman. 


A spokesman for the BEF told H&H\i would 
be sending a "team of observers". 

"The contingent will be made up of logistic 
and veterinary experts, as well as the BEF 
performance director [Dan Hughes], but 
unfortunately we will not be sending rider and 
horse combinations," said a BEF spokesman. 

"We expect to gather vital insight into the 
2016 Games, and will be taking every 
opportunity for our support teams to visit the 
venue as it develops during the build-up. We 
are very excited about the plans for the venue 
and are eagerly anticipating the countdown." 

However, after the London 2012 test event 
the surface had to be redeveloped prior to the 
main event after being described by 
showjumpers as "pudding-y", so riders will be 
hoping for thorough feedback. 

"We're interested in how the surface 
performs at the test event and will be watching 
this with interest. It's a very different surface 
from London, primarily as the London arena 
was a raised platform,''said a BEF spokesman. 

H&H columnist Graham Fletcher said it 
"wasn't ideal" that no British riders were 
going, but that it was understandable with 
budget cuts and costs. 

"I'm sure enough research has been done on 
surfaces," he added. "In an ideal world we'd 
send riders but it is offset by the amount of 
money it costs. In terms of conditions, our top 
horses are so used to travel now I'm sure we'll 
be prepared."

Dismay as P(UK) entries fali 


PONIES ASSOCIATION UK 
(P(UK)) organisers were left 
disappointed after a steep 
decline in entries for its 
summer championships 
(24-26 July), writes 
Margaret Shaw. 

In its heyday, entries ran 
into five figures at P(UK) 
summer championships, but 
last year's list of 2,500 was 
drastically reduced to just 
800 for 2015. 

Opinion among exhibitors 
was that the loss of 
Stoneleigh-the 
championship venue for the 
past two years - and Horse of 
the Year Show (HOYS) 
qualifiers accounted for most 
of the lack of support. 

Normally the 
championships are held in 
August. However, this year's 
date came just a week before 
the Royal International Horse 
Show(RIHS). 

But after being told in 
November by Stoneleigh 
leaseholder Grandstand 
Media that it had lost its 
ground and HOYS qualifiers, 
P(UK) organisers had little 
time to rearrange. 

In the past, HOYS qualifiers 
have accounted for around 
70% (£46,000) of the 
revenue at P(UK) summer 
championships, so the

association has been left 
counting the costs this year. 

"We are at a pivotal point 
and the last thing we want is 
to see the association fall into 
continual decline," said 
treasurer Darren Price. 

"There is commitment 
from the board to continue to 
make the association 
successful and we are 
seeking feedback from our 
members about timings, 
location, schedule and cost." 

Competitor Paul Cook said 
the timing of the show made 
it difficult to take ponies. 

"July and August are very 
busy and there is only so 
much travelling ponies will 
take, so this year we took 
some youngsters [in-hand] 
instead," he said. 

"It's sad to see any 
championship show hit hard 


times, particularly this one 
because of all the heritage." 

Producer Mandy Burchell- 
Small added: "We would 
probably have taken more 
ponies but the date was too 
close to the Mid Herts and 
the RIHS. It is sad the show 
wasn't better supported." 

However, a spokesman for 
Grandstand Media told H&H 
that P(UK) was offered the 
venue and dates at 
Stoneleigh Park for its 
championship show, but it 
"chose to take the show to a 
new location". 

"Before any decision to 
remove a show's qualifiers is 
made, we advise those with 
the lowest entries that its 
HOYS qualifiers may be 
removed if an increase is not 
seen," added the spokesman. 

"We aim to provide two 
years' notice for those 
shows to address entries. 
Unfortunately entry numbers 
did not increase within this 
time frame resulting in the 
removal of the qualifiers." 

However a P(UK) 
spokesman refuted the claim. 

"At no time was the 
association given any prior 
notice that we could possibly 
lose them due to decreasing 
entries," he added.

Showjumping 

Row between FEI and new 
jumping league rumbles on 


THE FEI has told H&Hit Will 
be "opposing by all legal 
means" the decision made by 
the Belgian Competition 
Authority (BCA) in 
relation to a new "football 
club-style" competition for 
showjumping, writes 
Amy Mathieson. 

Last month the organisers 
of the Global Champions 
League (GCL) took legal 
action against the FEI over an 
"anti-competitive exclusivity 
clause" (news, 25 June). 


The new showjumping 
league and team competition 
was masterminded by the 
Global Champions Tour (GCT) 
and was mooted last year. 

It intends to boost prize- 
money to around €20m 
(£15.6m) and organisers 
hailed it as a "showjumping 
revolution". 

A complaint was filed with 
the BCA accusing the FEI of 
breaching EU competition 
law. The BCA has now 
decided to suspend the 


so-called "exclusivity clause" 
imposed by FEI. 

"We disagree with this 
decision," added FEI 
president Ingmar De Vos. 

GCT president Jan Tops 
said the ruling now gives the 
new league "a clear path to 
launch in 2016". 

"I'm happy there is now 
clarity for all the riders, and 
we look forward to delivering 
fantastic competition for the 
enjoyment of everyone," 
he added.

Horse world mourns Sir Peter, 
the 'voice of racing' 


THE racing and equestrian 
worlds were in mourning 
last week after Sir Peter 
O’Sullevan died at the age of 
97, writes Amy Mathieson. 

The “voice of racing” died 
peacefully at home in London 
on 29 July. 

During his career the 
popular commentator called 
more than 14,000 races, 
including the Grand National 
50 times. 

Sir Peter enjoyed good 
health into his 90s — he even 
drove himself to the Prix de 
I’Arc de Triomphe meeting in 
Paris in October 2012. 
However, he suffered a mild 
stroke in 2013 and his 
health had been declining in 
recent months. 

Besides being a great fan 
of the sport he was also a 
successful owner, winning the 
1967 King s Stand Stakes at 
Ascot with Be Friendly and 



Sir Peter O'Sullevan called the 
Grand National for 50 years 


the 1974 Triumph Hurdle at 
Cheltenham with Attivo. 

Sir Peter was knighted in 
1997 and later that year he set 
up the Sir Peter O’Sullevan 
Charitable Trust, which has 


raised more than ^4m 
for charities during the 
past 19 years. 

The charities include Blue 
Cross, The Brooke, 
Compassion in World 
Farming, World Horse 
Welfare, Racing Welfare and 
the Thoroughbred 
Rehabilitation Centre. 

He was also vice president 
of World Horse Welfare. 

Roly Owers, of the charity, 
said: “Not only has Sir Peter 
been a tireless supporter since 
childhood for our campaign 
to stop the long-distance 
transport of horses across 
Europe for slaughter, but not 
many know that he was also 
the inspiration behind the 
launch of our international 
programmes 30 years ago. 
These have since helped 
hundreds of thousands of 
horses in developing 
countries across the world.”

R acing and indeed the horse as a 
speeies, was luel^ to have Sir Peter 
O’Sullevan — whose mellifluous tones 
provided a soundtraek to the sport for 5 0 years 
— as a friend. 

In a golden era of sports eommentating, 
from the beginning of the BBC’s eoverage of 
raeing until his last eaU in 1997, he was, 
perhaps, the greatest of them all. 

He was foremost a eommentator, but he was 
no one-triekpony. He was a superb journalist 
and tipster for the Daily Express, an owner 
of two outstanding horses in Attivo and 
Be Friendly, a Franeophile who made the most 
of his many eonneetions to beeome a sueeessful 
punter and, in later life, hosted an annual 
eharitable raeing luneh eaeh November whieh 
raised millions for equine eharities. 

Many a horse or donkey around the world is 


enjoying abetter life than it might have done 
had it not been for Sir Peter, while his voiee 
must have attraeted more people to the sport 
than any other single initiative, partieularly if 
you take imitation as the most sineere form 
of flattery as your guide. 

He brought the great raees to life, ehose his 
words earefully and made the most of short 
silenees, a eoneept many modern 
eommentators fail to grasp. Red Rum’s first 
and third Nationals, Desert Orehid’s Gold 
Cup, Bob Champion bringing home Aldaniti 
at Aintree, Grundy versus Bustino, Lester 
Piggott’s Derby winners; they all somehow 
seemed the elassier for his eall. 

After I won the 1990 Grand National on 
Mr Frisk he sent me a note of eongratulation 
and sympathised that I would have to listen 
to his voiee every time I watehed a replay. But 
through the months of hard training myself 
for that race it had been his voiee I imagined 
in my head — “Mr Frisk eoming to the 
Elbow” — that kept me pushing. 

I kept in toueh with him from time to time 
and he was always my first port of eall for a 
eelebrity tip for The Telegraph before a big 
race. He was eompos mentis almost to the 
end, but I finally thought he had sueeumbed 
to dementia when he predieted a ridieulously 
out-of-form Treve would win a seeond Are 
last Oetober. He was, of eourse, eorreet.

Rio spaces: 
the fight is on 

With the FEI European Championships fast approaching, which nations are in a 
race to qualify for Rio? Pippa Cuckson looks at who is under pressure

B ritain is not the only nation 
anxionsly awaiting its last 
chance to qualify a team for 
Rio 2016. 

The Olympic principle of 
‘universality” means that emerging nations 
often get a place while stronger countries 
languish at home. 

But there is a strict limit of 200 
horses in total from all three 
disciplines at Rios Deodoro horse park 
— and the quota also includes individual 
riders from those countries not sending 
full teams. 

Germany, the Netherlands and 
the USA are the only countries 
qualified in all three disciplines, as several 
of their historic rivals still fight for the 
chance to defend their London 2012 
medals. Brazil, as host country receives 
automatic qualification for 
every discipline. 



Pressure on British showjumpers 

MOST anxiety is attached to 
showjumping, in which just three 
jumping places remain for a plethora of 
competitive European teams that failed to 
qualify at last summers World Equestrian 
Games (WEG). 

Who fills these three places will 
be decided at the EEI European 
Championships at Aachen later this month 
(19-23 August). 

Britain is up against in-form Belgium 


and Switzerland, Ireland, and — among 
others — the Spanish side, who can always 
pull off a big surprise. Einland, the clear 
leader of Nations Cup European division 
two, is also in the mix. 

Belgium won the Hickstead leg of the 
Nations Cup last Eriday (31 July) after 
jumping-off against Switzerland and the 
already qualified USA, giving manager 
Dirk Demeersman extra confidence. 

“Today ^Hickstead^ is the first time a 
CBelgian^ chef d equipe is in the luxury 
of my position,” he said. “The sad thing is 
that I will have to disappoint a couple of 
good riders who deserve to be at Aachen.” 

Switzerland is breathing a sigh of relief 
that its 2012 individual gold medallist 
Steve Guerdat is free to compete after his 
suspension was provisionally lifted last 
month (news, 30 July), following positive 
dope tests attributed to suspected feed 
contamination. 
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Maxime Livio's WEG disqualification means France's eventers are fighting for a space at Rio

But his London 2012 champion Nino 
Des Buissonets and second string Nasa 
are still grounded. Claude Nordmann, 
Switzerland’s director of international 
affairs, admitted this is could be a 
“handicap”. 

“We all are hoping the horse suspensions 
will be lifted soon,” said Dr Nordmann. 

“We are very confident that the rider, 
backed by the Swiss federation, will bring 
all the required proof to allow the FEI to 
reinstate the implicated horses.” 

Ireland bypassed the Hickstead Nations 
Cup for the first time in living memory, 
conserving resources for its own Nations 
Cup at Dublin on 7 August, and Aachen. 

Jumping team high performance 
manager Robert Splaine said: “We expect 
the European Championships to be hugely 
competitive as there is a lot at stake. 

“Our preparations have gone well and 
all riders on our long list appear to be 
in good shape, and we approach the 
challenge with confidence.” 

Meanwhile in the Middle East, Saudi 
Arabia lost the region’s Rio qualifier to 
Qatar, whose team now flies under the 
guidance of Olympic medallist and Global 
Champions Tour (GCT) supremo Jan Tops. 

In the run-up to London 2012, Saudi 
Arabia pre-selected six riders and spent 
more than ^40m on “made” horsepower. 
This unique approach landed the team 
showjumping bronze, but it has struggled 
to build on this result, with the Saudi 
Equestrian Fund reining in its budget. 
Abdullah A1 Sharbatly (36th) and Sydney 
2000 individual bronze medallist Khaled 
A1 Eid (I99th) are the only Saudi riders in 
the world top 200. 

Eventing worries 

FRANCE and New Zealand are two major 
eventing nations yet to qualify for Rio. 

Historically, the Kiwis have sailed 
through the qualifier for countries 
from Oceania (south-east Asia, 

Australia and New Zealand) — this time 
held at Boekelo in October. 

But France, which lost its Rio place 
won at WEG following Maxime Livio’s 
positive dope test, has to requalify at 
the Europeans at Blair Castle (10-13 
September), where just two spots remain. 


These are also being chased by the 
improving Belgian side, by Sweden — 
who provided the 2012 individual silver 
medallist Sara Algotsson Ostholt — and by 
Spain and Italy. 

Australia’s eventers qualified at WEG, 
with a chance of upholding its long medal 
tradition, and its dressage riders gained an 
easy ticket by being the best — and only — 
representatives from Oceania in Caen, in 
lOth place. 

However, Oceania’s Rio jumping 
qualifier at Hagen on 25 August will be a 
tougher call. Only one slot is available, and 
the Kiwis and Japanese, aiming to do well 
as they prepare for Tokyo 2020, want it 
too. Australia and New Zealand will field 
teams drawn from riders based in Europe. 

Canada gained France’s eventing slot by 
default, but is smarting that Rio is the first 


IS FUNDING AT RISK? 


FAILURE to qualify for Rio could have serious 
financial implications for nations heavily reliant 
on state funding. 

UK Sport slashed Britain's funding when the 
jumping team failed to qualify for Athens 2004. 
However, these parameters have since 
changed and are now measured not just by 
medals won, but by the number of potential 
medallists developed across all sports. 

Team GBR World Class performance director 
Dan Hughes said: "We will be selecting the 
strongest possible squad for Aachen to build on 
the excellent start our new performance 
manager, Di Lampard, has made. Despite three 
Nations Cup wins under our belt, we know there 
is no room for complacency; medals and 
Olympic places in Aachen will be hard fought, 
and even harder won. 

"But morale in the Team GBR camp is 
extremely high and our preparations could not 
have been more thorough." 


time it cannot field a full dressage team in 
decades, despite best-ever results at WEG 
and the recent Pan Am Games. 

Brazil receives automatic entry as 
Olympic hosts, and so the FEI reduced the 
number of places available to teams from 
the rest of the Americas. 

In dressage. Equine Canada is now 
evaluating the cost of securing two more 
athletes far enough up the separate 
Olympic rankings list to join qualified 
individual Belinda Tussell in what is 
known as a “composite” team. 

Eventers are also able to make up a 
team in the same way, but showjumpers 
are not. 

On the basis of WEG performances, 
Spain, Sweden and Denmark seem likely 
to secure the remaining dressage places 
available for European teams at Aachen. 


The Swiss team's funding is determined by 
overall performance, so the country's director 
of international affairs Claude Nordmann hopes 
that failure at Aachen would not have a 
dramatic effect. 

However, Australian federation chief 
executive Grant Baldocktold H&Hthai after 
London 2012 the Australian Sports 
Commission put all Olympic sports on notice 
that those missing medal targets would 
be re-evaluated. 

Ireland has a longer-term plan to build on 
Cian O'Connor's individual bronze from London. 

Team manager Robert Splaine said: "The 
development of our international partnerships 
is a long-term project, and we are lucky that we 
have some exciting new combinations. 

"The win of a first-ever Olympic showjumping 
medal for Ireland by Cian was fantastic for our 
sport, and a great endorsement of the 
support of the Sports Council."

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Understanding uveitis 


What makes the body's immune system turn on itself, causing devastation to the 
internal structures of the eye? Dr Andy Matthews FRCVS explains 


U VEITIS is a generic term used to describe 
inflammation of the blood vessels and 
vascular tissues within the eye. 

In the horse, the disease can separately 
involve the front of the eye (when it is 
termed iridocyclitis) or the back of the eye (chorioretinitis), 
but in many cases the entire eye is affected to some extent. 

The inflammation can arise from trauma or blood-borne 
infection, but in the horse the disease is most commonly 
endogenous - meaning there is no identifiable external 
cause. In these cases, evidence is mounting that the disease 
has an autoimmune origin. 

This arises when the normally low-key immune responses 
within the eye - maintained that way to avoid triggering 
inflammation likely to damage the very sensitive and 


vision-critical structures - fail to recognise these ocular tissues 
as "self" and mount an aggressive response against them. 

What causes this failure to recognise "self" is unknown, 
but it seems probable that in some cases, infection can 
initiate the disease by altering the immune signature of the 
eye tissues. The vigilance of the horse's immune system 
does the rest. 


Is bacteria to blame? 

THE infection currently receiving most attention as a likely 
cause of equine uveitis is leptospirosis. 

In central Europe, where uveitis is reported to affect some 
10% of horses, the Leptospira bacteria are implicated in up 
to 80% of cases. In the UK, the disease affects less than 
0.2% d/'horses. The Leptospira types usually associated

with the disease are absent from our 
wildlife population (the most 
important reservoir for infection), 
contributing to reduced incidence. 

However, uveitis was once very 
common here in the UK and its 
prevalence among cavalry horses 
around the time of Waterloo was 
about 5%. Interestingly, in the 
mid-19th century a law was enacted in 
the UK preventing equines affected 
with the disease from entering horse 
shows, effectively removing these 
horses from the breeding pool. This 
may be largely responsible for the 
welcome decline in the disease over 
the past 150 years. 

Recent studies have shown that 
there is a breed-related susceptibility 
to the disease, with warmbloods and 
appaloosa types being particularly 
affected. In the latter, the disease can 
take an insidious course, frequently 
grumbling along undetected. 

However, it is highly likely that there 
are more and as yet unrecognised 
causes of uveitis in the horse, with 
each causal pathway leading to the 
same outwardly similar clinical 
presentation - inflammation within 
the eye. 

A recurring problem 

WHEN it is recurrent, the disease is 
called equine recurrent uveitis. This is 
the common form in mainland Europe. 

In the UK the disease is less 
commonly recurrent, which could 
reflect a genetic tendency within our 
horse population towards restoring 
the immune mechanisms in the eye to 
their normal low-key status after a 
single episode of the disease. 

The structures within the eye are 
highly sensitive to injury or disease 
and have limited capacity to recover 


their original transparency or 
light-capturing functions. 

Iridocyclitis, where the disease 
affects the front of the eye, is the most 
common presentation and is typically 
very painful. The horse's eyelids may 
be tightly closed with evidence of 
marked tearing, while the cornea may 
appear opaque or reddened. 

This is a real emergency in every 
sense. The earlier the diagnosis, the 
much greater the likelihood of 
successfully treating the disease - 
and the far lower the chance of 
long-term damage in the eye. 

Unfortunately, the insidious disease 
seen in appaloosa types and the form 
of uveitis that affects only the back of 
the eye are not particularly painful, 
meaning these conditions often go 
undetected until the eye is 
irreversibly damaged. 

Once the initial disease has settled 
down, the eye is left with signs of 
"healed" damage. These can range 
from being only detectable on 
biomicroscopic examination through 
to blind, internally scarred eyes with 
extensive cataracts present. 

After the initial episode of acute 
disease, there is no reliable means of 
predicting its recurrence. If the 
disease is shown to be associated with 
Leptospira, which requires laboratory 
testing of samples of fluid taken from 
the eye, experience from continental 
Europe suggests recurrence is more 
likely. Similarly, where the disease 
initially affects only one eye, there is 
no means of predicting whether the 
opposite eye will be affected. 

Experience in the UK indicates that 
if either event has not occurred within 
one year of the disease first 
appearing, then the chances of these 
events happening lessen significantly.

•Uveitis is the most 
common cause of 
blindness in horses 
worldwide and has 
been throughout 
recorded history. 

• In its recurrent 
form, the disease is 
described by early 
European texts as 
"moon blindness", 
because recurrence 
was believed to 
coincide with the 
lunar cycle. 
•Showjumper 
Adventure De 
Kannan famously 
lost his right eye to 
uveitis after battling 
the disease for five 
years. He and Trevor 
Breen were 
runners-up in the 
Hickstead Derby in 
2013 soon after the 
eye's removal, and 
the pair claimed a 
popular victory there 
a year later. 


However, lifelong vigilance for signs of 
recurrence is required. 

Treatment challenges 

EFFECTIVELY treating the acute 
disease requires anti-inflammatory 
medication delivered directly on to the 
eye, in addition to anti-inflammatories 
and pain suppressants given by 
injection or in the horse's feed. 

Administering medication on to the 
eye is usually resented because of 
the pain, and failure effectively to 
medicate these cases is a common 
cause of what seems like treatment 
failure. For this reason, vets often fit a 
delivery tube through the eyelid to 
allow administration of medicines 
without going near the eye, and may 
hospitalise the horse for treatment by 
dedicated nursing staff. 

Most eyes will get better with 
aggressive treatment, but some seem 
to respond temporarily or not at all. 
Frustratingly, that is the nature of this 
complex disease. In "healed" eyes, 
there is no means of removing the 
damage caused by the acute disease. 

Recently, methods of surgically 
implanting medication delivery devices 
directly into eyes have evolved. These 
are used in recurrent disease to reduce 
the frequency and severity of episodes, 
in some cases eliminating them. 

Where Leptospira is proven to be 
involved, surgically removing the 
vitreous gel from the back of the eye 
may help prevent recurrence - 
although most eyes will subsequently 
develop cataracts. 

A blind eye, particularly where 
uveitis is recurrent, is best removed 
for the welfare of the horse. H&H

Aoife Clark 

The Irish eventer tells Catherine Austen about the value of hunting, 
her degree in maths — and having her sights firmly set on the medal podium

I think Ireland could get a team medal at 
the Europeans this year,” says Aoife Clark 
with her direct, unblinking blue gaze. “The 
pressure is off — were already qualified for 
the Olympics; we don’t have to play safe. 
It’s a really good chance for us — Blair, September, it 
may be muddy... I think we’ve got to let the handbrake 
off and go for it.” 

A huge smile lights up her face. Aoife led her country 
to that Rio qualification at last year’s World Equestrian 
Games, finishing best of the Irish — as she had done 
on her championship debut at London 2012 two 
years earlier. In between, she had won Britain’s two 
most prestigious CCI3*s, Blenheim and Bramham, 
riding Eenyas Elegance. Now she wants to step up the 
final rungs of the ladder to the medal podium. The 
34-year-old has been selected for Blair with Vaguely 
North (Jimmy), the New Zealand-bred thoroughbred 
on whom she finished eighth at 
Badminton this year. 

“I want to be in with a shot of 
an individual medal with Jimmy,” 
she says. “He feels better now at 15 
than he ever has. He’s an adorable 
horse — you won’t find one who 
tries harder. He’d never say no; he 
wouldn’t know how to, and I think 
he’ll love Blair. 

“But I’ll campaign him lightly. 

He’s better slightly underprepared 
and fresh, and we want to keep the 
condition on him. He’s little — l6hh 
— and condition gives him 
the strength.”

'A huge turning point' 

JIMMY is owned by Henrietta, Duchess of Bedford, 
and his result at Badminton this year was a particularly 
poignant one for Aoife. 

“I have so much to thank Henrietta — and Ginny 
Elliot — for,” she says. “The first time I was invited to 
an Irish squad training day was when Paddy [^Master 
Crusoe, on whom she finished seventh in London^ was 
eight. Michael Quirke put up a round of jumps and told 
us to do a real jump-off round with tight lines. 

“I was tagged along as last of the day, and we 
whizzed round. It was just easy, and Ginny ^who 
was Irish team trainer at the time^ really took notice. 
After that, I got the phone call from Henrietta about 
Jimmy. She had rung Ginny to ask her advice on who 
to send the horse to. He was at three-star level, and she 
wanted an up-and-coming rider to whose career 
it would make a real difference. Ginny said that if 
she had a horse, she’d send it to me. It was a huge 
turning point for me.” 


Learning on the hunting field 

AOIEE was something of a late starter as a professional 
event rider. She grew up in Co. Kildare, and learnt 
everything about riding out hunting as a child. She 
did compete at two pony Europeans for Ireland on a 
sharp mare called Tell Me More she got as a youngster, 
but riding full-time was never an option as far as her 
parents were concerned. 

“Education was much the most important thing,” 
she says. 

Aoife got a double first in maths and classics at 
University College Dublin, but squirms when asked 
about this seriously impressive academic achievement. 

“Maths at that level is more about problem-solving — 
you’re given something to prove or work out. That was 
the bit I found I could do.” 

Does that translate in any way to her career now? 

She says: “I’d say I’m an instinctive rider, not an 

analytical rider, and felt I had to catch 
up when I moved to England to try to 
make it as a professional ^in 2005^ 
on the technical side. But perhaps on 
the management side, the problem- 
solving comes into its own. I don’t like 
coincidences. I’m very careful about 
what we do with each horse and how 
it is managed.” 

A common thread between the two 
phases of her life must be her drive, 
focus and determination to achieve. 

“If I put my mind to something. 

I’m 100% and I’ll make it happen,” 
she says. “But I can’t work in two 
directions at the same time and don’t 
like doing something half-heartedly. I 
had a few proper’ jobs after university, but I reached the 
point where I thought right, I want to give eventing a 
real go — I want to see if I can. 

“I came to England because it’s the place to test 
yourself I knew I had a lot to learn, but the bar is so 
much higher here, and I knew I would find out more 
quickly if it wasn’t going to work.” 

She and her husband Simon — a commercial 
helicopter pilot who understands just how relentless an 
eventer ’s life is, because his sister is Polly Stockton — 
bought their house and yard in Middle Barton, Oxon in 
2010, and its 14 boxes are full. The focus is Rio — 
via Blair. 

“I’d be really disappointed if I can’t go to Rio and try 
to improve on my London 2012 result,” she says. “I don’t 
just want to make up the numbers.” 

She never does. If Ireland is to win its first individual 
eventing medal since 1978, it is odds-on that it will hang 
round Aoife’s neck. H&H

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• "A driver needs the ability to 
recognise what they are good at" 
says Boyd. "Are you a dressage 
or a marathon specialist? When 
you choose the type of horse 
you want for yourself, if you're a 
marathon specialist, you may be 
better off buying a dressage type 
-you help it and it helps what 
you miss." 


T he logistics of competing five horses 
internationally requires teamwork, 
and Boyd believes this is often 
underestimated. 

“People concentrate on horsepower and 
equipment and neglect the team of people. 

The people around you at a competition are 
important,” he says. “They are your gauge and it 
takes as long to establish that team as it does the 
team of horses.” 

While Boyd doesn’t find the psychological 
pressure of a big competition imposing, having 
the right entourage alleviates some of the stress. 

“I don’t think it gets to me, I feel I thrive on it 
to make me focus, although the people around me 
might tell you otherwise,” he says. “But they know 
how I prepare and what I need to do.” 

He adds: “To be able to maintain 
concentration for the duration of a competition 
and not be distracted is what I’ve had to focus 
on. It’s the dynamic of taking out four horses and 
coming home with a team that takes the most 
out of you.” H&H

I Carl Hester of the day he elapped eyes on 
I the young Valegro. “My mantra is to look 
^ for horses with the head of a duehess and 
bottom of a eook. He eertainly matehes that. 

“In the early days his movement — even without 
suspension — had all the right meehanies. He had hoek 
aetion for the piaffe/passage and high shoulder aetion 
in eanter, so you eould envisage he’d be expressive,” Carl 
eontinues. “From being broken, and at every stage, he 
learnt everything easily.” 

At a young horse demo, Stephen Clarke questioned 
whether the horse’s huge eanter eould be eolleeted 
suffieiently for pirouettes. “I thought his eanter was 
outstanding, and he’d already got a 10 in another elass 
for it,” says Carl. 

“Charlotte ^Bujardin^ and I deeided right then that 
we’d start eolleeting that eanter. There’s nothing like a 
bit of eritieism to prove people wrong.” 

Valegro’s heady eareer is well doeumented. Less well 
known is his penehant for eating. 

“Interest in him is insane,” says Carl, “but for 
‘Blueberry’ life hasn’t ehanged; he goes to shows, eomes 
home and goes in the field. Grass is his big love.” 

Around London 2012, the media were in overdrive, 
and offers started flooding in. 

“Nobody really mentioned figures,” remembers Carl. “It 
was more like, whatever you want, you ean have; name 
your priee’. We were dithering about selling, but after 
the 2013 Euros Judy Harvey and Riehard Davison said 
that he is simply the best horse dressage has ever seen. 

“At that moment I told Roly ^Luard, eo-owner^ that 
I didn’t think we should sell him after everything he’d 
done for us — and for Charlotte, his groom Alan and for 
the publie. She agreed straight away. Knowing that he’ll 
never be sold took a real weight off.” 

Sinee then, after reading about it in H&H, Anne 
Barrott has eome on board as a part-owner. “She’s been 
a godsend,” adds Carl. 

Retirement isn’t on the immediate horizon, but after 
Rio, team Blueberry will eonsider it. 

“He’ll have been at the top of his game for six years 
then, and that might be enough.” H&H

"Valegro's beautifully set-on, uphill neck catches my 
eye straight away," says Olympic judge and grand prix 
rider Isobel Wessels. 

"A horse with a good length of neck makes the 
correct connection to the rein much easier. 

"His neck is perfectly proportioned and elegant; he 
has the ideal combination of muscle and elasticity. 

"He's also quite fine and light through the throat 
latch area, making a genuine contact easier. 

"Horses who are too thick in that area are too heavy 
in the hand, and a light neck/jaw connection can mean 
they are too light and duck behind the vertical."

"He has an excellent natural saddle 
position," says Isobel. "There's a 
natural place for it to sit behind his 
prominent withers, which suggests 
you wouldn't have problems with the 
saddle moving or slipping. That makes 
life a lot easier than a horse with a 
flat or over-rounded back for saddle 
fitting and stability. With Valegro's 
saddle sitting so well, it makes the 
rider's job a million times easier."

Hindquarters 

Carl was initially drawn to Valegro's powerful back 
end, and Isobel agrees that the horse's quarters pack 
a real punch. 

"He has powerful hindquarters with a natural slope 
to the croup, so his tail is in the perfect place," she 
says. "A horse with a high tail and a flat croup can't 
tilt the pelvis underneath him, but with Valegro's 
conformation you can imagine him taking the weight 
behind and lowering the quarters. 

"He has all the natural attributes to be what he is: 
the best grand prix horse in the world."

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Too close to call 


Britain could snap up the gold by a whisker, but the usual rivals of 
Germany and the Netherlands are hot on their heels. Alice CoUins and 
PoUy Bryan take a look at how the main players are shaping up 


B arring some ungodly disaster, the podium 
will be filled with teams from Britain, 
Germany and the Netherlands at this years 
Europeans at Germany’s ieonie Aaehen 
venue. Predieting the order of those teams 
is a little more trieky. 

Going by eaeh eombination’s most reeent GDI grand 
prix seore, Britain’s best three horses average 80.09%, 
while Germany’s average is a just whisker lower at 
79.65%. The Netherlands’ average is 75.6%, but that’s 
taking into aeeount Edward Gal and Undereover’s 
seore of 76.16% at Rotterdam in June, whieh was 
uneharaeteristieally low as the pair have seored over 
80% in this test before — and even as high as 84% 
last autumn. 

So it looks as though Holland may well have to settle 
for bronze — partieularly as they eannot eall on their 
team stalwart Parzival; Adelinde Cornelissen withdrew 
him from eontention eiting laek of fitness following his 
sub-par performanee (74.42%) at Rotterdam this season. 

So who’ll be on the top rung? One wrong step from 
Charlotte Dujardin and Valegro and it eould so easily 
be Germany — Matthias Rath and Totilas are unbeaten 


(although have eompeted only sparingly through horse 
and rider illness/injury) sinee August 2011, but of those 
12 tests, only one has slipped below the 80% threshold. 

Germany are bereft of two of their biggest seorers: 
Damon Hill (who is now a sehoolmaster for his owner 
Christian Beeks’ daughter Jil-Marielle) and Isabell 
Werth’s seopey Bella Rose, who is not yet fit following a 
hoof infeetion and a knee injury. 

The nation’s strength in depth is underseored by being 
able to pull two more plus-76 % seorers out of the hat 
with relative ease. 

Britain’s big guns, Charlotte and Valegro, have an 
impeeeable reeord, having remained unbeaten for 
over a year. Yet the last time they were beaten was by 
Totilas — at Aaehen. 

In 2014 the eonditions at the show were hellishly hot, 
with Charlotte and Valegro’s eool melting in the heat. 
Their 76.9% grand prix seore was the pair’s lowest sinee 
Rotterdam in 2011, when they were real neweomers. 

They did regain their eomposure to post 83.15% in 
the speeial, but it wasn’t enough to beat Totilas. And 
the two have never gone head-to-head sinee. Aaehen 
is going to be a seintillating eompetition.

They were unbeaten in Falsterbo in mid- July, 
and ean be relied on to pull off smart performanees on 
the big oeeasions. 

Her wingman Patrik Kittel rides the 11-year-old 
Silvano x Don Sehufro mare Deja — whose 81.25% in 
the freestyle at Falsterbo heralds her serious aeeession to 
the world stage. This is the mare’s ehampionship debut, 
so the atmosphere may play a part in her results. 

On the individual front, Charlotte must surely be the 
favourite for the two golds on offer, but Matthias ean’t 
be diseounted. 

Edward will be gunning for one of those preeious 
medals, while the reeently-married Kristina Broring- 
Sprehe and Desperados topped 87-5% in the kiir on 
their latest outing. Denmark’s Anna Kasprzak is baek 
and seoring big with Donnperignon too, impressing 
with 80.1% in the freestyle at Hagen in July.

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Not just a 
one-trick pony

A polo pony’s talents are not limited 
to ride-ofFs and sharp spins. From 
Badminton to battle re-enactments, 
MarthaTerry meets a few who have 
proved both versatile and resilient 



I F you’ve seen the film War Horse, you’ll remember 
a seene where thousands of horses eharge towards 
maehine guns. We marvel at the einematography, 
and the beauty and bravery of the horses involved 
in the fight for peaee in World War 1. 

But when they’re not busy eharging into battle, 
how do you imagine the equines playing out the 
re-enaetment spend their days? Swap the sword for 
a polo mallet, the armour for some leg bandages, the 
Army eap for some flowing Argentine loeks — you get 
the pieture. Many of those battle horses eould well have 
double lives as top-elass polo ponies. 

Fans of these quiek-footed equines believe they ean 
turn their hoof to anything. Many film eompanies use 
polo ponies for aetion seenes beeause they’re biddable, 
used to having objeets waved around their heads and 
galloping towards other horses. They’ve virtually been 
trained for the job. 

But theatries are not their only triek. This year’s 
Badminton start list ineluded Beanie Sturgis’ ride 
Lebowski, a horse originally bred for polo, while other 
equines in the sport graee the hunting field, team-ehase 
traeks and even dressage arenas. 

From field to fences 

LEBOWSKI may have been a polo blueblood, but 
he made it elear from the start that he wanted out. 

The l6hh gelding’s rider. Beanie, first saw him as a 


two-year-old with the Baillieu family in Australia. 

“He was OK tapping the ball, but if his rider leant 
over he would fire them into the ground,” she reealls. “I 
loved him — he was the first horse I ever lassoed! — and 
asked to have him.” 

When Beanie brought this “serawny” polo pony home, 
her mother was apopleetie. 

“He was orange, bleaehed from the sun, and had a

hogged mane,” says Beanie. “But the first time I jumped 
some logs on him, he was ineredible.” 

Now aged 15, Lebowski has retained many polo 
pony traits, even though his metamorphosis into 
an elite event horse is eomplete. He doesn’t enjoy 
dressage, although he’s supple enough to serateh his 
hipbone while being ridden. He doesn’t have a round, 
warmblood eanter, so pings 
around the showjumping at 
a gallop. 

Like most polo ponies, he’s a 
doddle on the ground — Beanie’s 
daughter. Ruby, eould lead him 
when she was two. Beanie used to 
ask him to he down in the lorry 
park before eompeting to make 
sure he was in a submissive mood, 
whieh he was used to from his 
polo training. 

But he isn’t nieknamed “Rotter” 
for nothing. He has an insolent 
streak, so mueh so that Beanie 
didn’t dare shoe him until he’d 
reaehed intermediate level. His vet 
was sure — erroneously — that he 
had kissing spines, beeause he was 
so naughty. 

“Even now he’s 15, after two 
weeks off following Badminton 
I had to re-baek him — lungeing 
and lying over him — otherwise I’d 
have been floored,” explains Beanie. 

Katha Wood’s Chilean Boy is another polo rejeet who 
showed tremendous appetite for eventing, eompeting 
at CIC2* with Ginny Howe in 2009. Katha’s brother, 
Druids Lodge Polo Club owner and eoaeh Giles 
Ormerod, gave the l6hh gelding to her aged seven after 
he showed no desire for polo. 

“He has beautiful eonformation and we thought he’d 


do showing, but it quiekly beeame elear that his destiny 
lay in eventing,” says Katha of the thoroughbred/eriollo. 
“He’s a brilliant jumper with lovely paees and gave us 
everything we asked of him. He elearly hated polo, 
though. I onee got a polo stiek out and he was furious.” 

Katha explains that the key was starting from serateh. 

“We produeed him very slowly and were ineredibly 
polite. It took four years to unravel 
his issues and ehange his museles, 
with lots of ehiropraetie work. For 
instanee, he struggled on undulating 
ground as he’d only ever been on a 
polo field. 

“It took four years, but onee he 
started eventing he went from 
pre-noviee to two-star in two 
seasons,” she adds. “It’s just a shame 
he started so late — he would have 
gone all the way.” 

Now 18, Chilean Boy has retired 
from eventing, but loves hunting 
and may embark on a new eareer 
in dressage. 

Jacks-of-all-trades 

WHILE Lebowski and Chilean Boy 
may have been exeeptional event 
horses (and unexeeptional polo 
ponies), others are jaeks-of-all-trades. 

H&H polo eorrespondent Aurora 
Eastwood hunts two Argentine polo 
ponies, Cuervo and Juanita. 

“It makes praetieal and finaneial sense to have horses 
that ean multitask, rather than buying yet another horse 
who spends half the year doing nothing,” she says. “Not 
all horses take to hunting, though. I tried it with two 
ex-raeehorses who both got far too hot.” 

The ponies juggle hunting and arena polo during 
winter, turning their hooves to eaeh sport onee a week. I>

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“Polo ponies have impeeeable manners,” adds Aurora. 
“They stand, they go and they aren’t remotely fussed by 
horses overtaking or bashing into them. 

“And they love it. They positively bound up the ramp, 
and the different way of going and seenery do them the 
world of good.” 

Although Aurora gets some ribbing on aeeount of 
her ponies’ size and taek, she had the last laugh at a 
Hampshire Hunt meet. 

“Most of the field were refusing a set of rails, whieh 
Cuervo flew,” she says. “For the rest of the day, there 
were shouts of, ‘Get a lead from the polo pony’!” 

None of this would surprise Karen Huyton, who has 
produeed a handful of high-goal ponies who return to 
her in the off-season to show, hunt and jump. 

“I produeed them to be ridden ‘English-style’ before 
polo, so they always have a job to go baek to,” she says. 
“One of mine. Nova, was very talented at polo but eould 
have been anything for anyone. She eould play ehukkas 
with me one day, high-goal with nine-goaler Hilario 
C^Ulloa^ the next and showjumping the day after. The 
Argentine ponies tend to have a good pop.” 

Karen has also had sueeess retraining polo ponies, 
ineluding Carlos Superhorse, who now seores plus-70 % 
in dressage to musie elasses with Sarah Jones after his 
polo eareer was eurtailed by an aeeident. 

“It’s harder when they’ve only been trained for polo,” 
says Karen. “They don’t take the eontaet or leg, they 
don’t eanter on the left lead, nor do they trot! 

“Although Carlos has a lovely temperament and has 
eoped with the retraining, his musele memory makes it 
hard — but he is now a dressage diva.” 

Agnes Stamp started jumping Rainbow, her boyfriend 
Chris Crawford’s medium-goal pony, when the mare 
was six. They now do team ehasing and hunter trials 
alongside polo. 

“Polo ponies are taught to aeeept pretty mueh 
everything,” says Agnes. “We taught Rainbow to jump 
eross poles and logs out haeking, and she eoped easily. 

“Team ehasing is the ideal extra-eurrieular sport as 
they ean run with their friends — and you ean have a 
lead,” adds Agnes. “She exeels at the tight turns and she

runs with a lovely, light eontaet.” 

Rainbow gets a few funny looks on aeeount of 
her hogged mane — something that Agnes also 
finds diseoneerting. 

“I’ve got nothing to hold on to if anything goes 
wrong!” she says. 

An active retirement 

WHILE Agnes wanted to teaeh Rainbow to jump while 
she was young — “I don’t think it’s fair to ask an old, 
retired pony to jump; some of them have had hard lives 
and deserve a well-earned rest” — many do learn later in 
life. Emily Johnson’s former medium-goal pony, Hatu, 
started jumping in his late teens and now hunts and 
team ehases aged 20. 

“People said I eouldn’t teaeh an old dog new trieks, 
but he’s been brilliant,” she says. “You ean tie him to the 
box, he’s never nutty and he’ll go first or last. 

“He’s also great at gates beeause he’s used to 
neek-reining — and I ean hold a glass of port with my 
spare hand.” 

Emily says the ehange has given Hatu “a new lease 
of life”. 

“He absolutely loves it, and although he was getting a 
bit stiff playing polo, it doesn’t affeet him out hunting,” 
she says. 

Val Ansell, of Eilm and TV Horses, has used several 
ex-polo ponies for battle re-enaetments and jousting 
shows and says that besides “not batting an eyelid in a 
mounted sword fight”, they really enjoy it. 

“They eome baek from re-enaetments on a high,” she 
adds. “It’s a waste for them not to be doing anything 
when they’ve finished polo; they are resilient and have 
so mueh more to give.” 

Val has one former high-goal pony, Josie, who is still 
haeking at the ripe old age of 40. 

“She ean do one-time ehanges and would gallop off if 
I let her,” she says. 

Not just a speetaele on the piteh, polo ponies are 
tough, sensitive and — as War Horse shows — would 
go into battle for you. Maybe Lebowski will start a 
trend. H&H

Nana Dalton sprang into the limelight this 
year with agood Badminton and she now has 
a quartet of four-star horses. She tells 
Ellie Hughes how she juggles motherhood 
and horses — and why she’s having a double 
mastectomy this autunrnjSfcj^-^ 


T his year has been all about the new names. 
These are not just the bright 
young things, but riders who have been 
there or thereabouts for aeons; those 
who have risen to the top and showed the 
world the talent that has long been bubbling away in 
the baekground. 

Nana Dalton is one of these. She has quested long and 
hard for sueeess and now, aged 36, married and with 
a family, she is enjoying her best season to date, with a 
first Badminton eompletion and four top-20 three-star 
results under her belt already this year. 

Most mothers don’t have the energy to eombine sport 
with parenthood — many seale baek eommitments for 
at least a year or two — but Nana has done the opposite. 

She is now in the enviable — and highly unusual, 
unless your name is Fox-Pitt or Nieholson — position of 
having a string of four horses qualified and ready to run 
at four-star level this autumn. 

It is a muggy July morning at Old Hearne Farm 


Barn, the yard Nana (real name Susanna) rents near 
Haslemere in West Sussex. Luey, H&Hs photographer, 
is trying to orehestrate a family pieture. 

“Let’s try and get you all in,” she gestures, with a 
note of hopeful optimism. By “all” she means Nana, 
Nana’s two-year-old son Toby, Nana’s top horse, 

Absolut Opposition (Miley), and the dog. This might 
take a while. 

Miley wants to look straight out of the door rather 
than stand diagonally aeross the yard as Luey would 
like, Toby, who is visibly miffed at having his hay-sealing 
expedition eut short, is trying to squirm free from his 
mother’s elutehes, while Hamish the Labrador, who has 
sat so patiently until now, loses interest and wanders off. 

Nana is well-used to these sorts of logistieal exereises. 

“I never signed up for a boring life,” she grins, as the 
eamera finally elieks and we wateh Toby dive straight 
baek into the haystaek. 

Horses thrive on routine and so, it seems, does Nana. 

“Riding is the easy part,” she laughs. “Life has to be

Making it work 

NANA was 17 when she began hatehing a plan to turn 
her eventing hobby into a eareer. 

“My parents told me they wouldn’t make me stay at 
sehool and do A levels, but they made it elear that if I 
ehose not to I was on my own finaneially,” she says. 

Having left sehool, every morning Nana eyeled into 
town on her bike — a ^10 eBay purehase — to do a 
seeretarial job. In the evenings, she waitressed at her 
loeal pub and worked shifts as a hospital porter. 

In 1999 she was rewarded for her hard graft with 
a team silver medal at the young rider European 
Championships with Romany Tinea, a 15hh mare who 
almost made it to four-star level — she was entered 
for Burghley in 2000 with a flashy warmblood ealled 
Rieardo Z, but neither made it as far as the eross-eountry.

more struetured nowadays, but I like 
that, it makes me more foeused.” 

She and husband, Adam, who has 
his own feneing eompany, live a two- 
minute drive away. 

“I get to the yard around eight 
o’eloek and ride all the horses in 
the morning, while Toby is either 
at nursery, with Adam or Adam’s 
mother,” Nana explains. “On 
Thursdays he is with me all day, so 
the horses usually have a day off and 
we’ll go and do normal’ things.” 

As for the usual eoneerns that 
parenthood ean dull the eompetitive 
edge, Nana insists that having a 
baby has made her more determined 
than ever. 

“When you have a bit of foreed 
time out it gives you time to think 
and refleet,” she says. “All I’ve ever 
wanted to do is to ride at the top level, and it just 
happens that it’s taken me nearly 20 years to be in the 
position to do it. I eouldn’t help but sit and make plans.” 

Three weeks after Toby was born, Nana rode two 
horses in the open noviee at Chatsworth. At 12 weeks 
she was riding four in the CIC2* at Barbury. 

This “ean do” attitude elearly runs in the family. 

Nana’s older sister, Trieia Priee, had her seeond baby 
between Burghley one year and Badminton the next. 

“Trish was the proof I needed that it eould be done,” 
she eontinues. “People said to me it’d be a year before 
I felt fully fit again — aetually I’d say it’s been nearer 
two — but I knew what I wanted to do and my stubborn 
mind-set did the rest.”

There wasn’t the money for a string of smart horses, 
so Nana began to make a name for herself by produeing 
young talent. She had to let most go in order to survive, 
and some top-elass horses went on to enjoy sueeess 
with other riders, ineluding Soeiety Spiee (who went to 
Badminton twiee wdth Emily Llewellyn) and Romany 
Campfire (who took Molly Lakin from under-18 elasses 
to Blenheim). More reeently, Calvino II, who moved 
to Tina Cook’s yard when Nana was pregnant, finished 
seventh at his first CCI3* at Strzegom in June. 

Now, finally, she has equine ammunition that is 
staying put — partly thanks to Romany Tinea, who 
produeed three foals after retiring from eompetition. 

The first, Romany Sayia, only just squeezed 14hh — 
though Nana still evented her to noviee level — but the 
seeond, Romany Piper, had height on her side. She is set 
to make her four-star debut at Burghley. 

Nana sold the third — “I knew I eouldn’t afford to 
keep all of them” — and, in doing so, was able to take 
on Miiey, a leggy, jet-blaek gelding belonging to Katie 
Coventry (who later sold a share to Rosie Glaister). 

“Katie bred Miiey out of a mare ealled Ruffos Star 
that I sold to her. Ironieally, she wanted a pony like 
Sayia, so I told her to use the same sire, Fleetwater 
Opposition — and look what we got!” Nana laughs, 
referring to Miley’s strapping (lyhh) physique. 

Abbeylara Prinee, a young advaneed horse belonging 
to Emily Roser, and Elite Syneopation, ovmed by Sheila 
Jones, eomplete the four-star quartet (see box, above). 

Ups and downs 

BUT eventing wouldn’t be eventing without a hefty 
dose of lows to aeeompany the highs, and the joy of 
eompleting her first Badminton in 52nd plaee wdth 
Miiey and finishing sixth (Abbeylara Prinee) and 18th 
(Elite Syneopation) at Saumur CCI3* was swiftly 
followed by the devastating blow of losing Uwald at 
Bramham, when the gelding irreparably damaged a 
hind suspensory on the eross-eountry. 

The faet that he was her sister’s horse, and that Nana 
had taken him on in 2011 when Trieia was reeeiving 
treatment for breast eaneer (she is now in the elear), 
made the loss even more poignant. 

“When they are sueh a part of the family it’s 
devastating to lose them, but you have to take the rough 
with the smooth in this sport,” she refleets.

J AYNE ROSS gained

Sue and the late John Rawding 
bred Time 2 Reflect, who is by 
Cameos Reflection out of 
Drombay. The exceptional 
eight-year-old was a good winner 
in-hand and she has maintained 
her form under saddle - first as a 
small hunter and then upgrading 
to the lightweight division. She 
topped a strong line-up of 26 


contenders here before taking 
the hunter tricolour, bringing 
Jayne and producer Carol 
Bardo's final tally to four wins - 
lightweights (Time 2 Reflect), 
heavyweights (Bloomfield

Jordan and Fleetwater Xecutive 
have enjoyed a wonderful 12-year 
partnership, but even though the 
Pascal 16-year-old now looks the 
epitome of a true hack, when 
Jordan first worked with him he 
reared, bucked and lay down to 
try and decant his jockey. 

"He was very tricky at first, but 
we have a special bond now," 
said Jordan, whose parents 
bought "Darcy" as a surprise 
Christmas present. 

Oliver Hood brought huge 
cheers from the crowd when 
riding champion cob Chaplin to 
the top of Hickstead's Derby bank 
during his supreme show. 

Sue Rawding's winning 
lightweight matched Ollie's 
humour stride-for-stride as he 
travelled at speed around the 
arena - Ollie doffing his cap 
egging the crowd on to cheer 
louder - and they earned 26 
marks for their efforts. 

Sue normally rides the 
Irish-bred seven-year-old herself, 
but recurring back trouble caused 
her to hand the reins to Ollie, who 
recently earned the cob tricolour 
at Keysoe with the compact 
lightweight. 


Also going well to earn 25 
marks was Lisa Hall's home-bred 
High Treason, who clinched the 
riding horse championship after 
heading his large division for 
Brogan Taverner. 

"We don't over-show him, but 
he does seem to like it here as we 
were placed in our class last year. 
He is a very mannerly horse and 
such a good goer," said Brogan. 

High Treason, an eight-year-old 
by Classic out of small hack 
Country Code, was successfully 
shown by his owner in-hand before 
going to producer John Harvey. 

One of the highlights in his 
debut season under saddle four 
years ago was winning his novice 
class at the British Show Horse 
Association national 
championships. "We could see 
then what a natural showman he 
was," said John. 

The final contender in the 
supreme championship was Ben 
Hester on the pure-bred Arabian 
winner Sameon Marouhk, who 
earned 20 marks. Ben bought the 
chestnut, who recently stood 
supreme at the Scottish Group 
Show and was 2013 British 
national champion, five years ago. 

"He's a real showman. He stays 
balanced and in a rhythm, even 
when showing off," said Ben. 

Rupert heads the workers 

THE working hunter classes are a 
highlight, and they attracted 
plenty of entries to take on Kevin 
Millman's technical and testing, 
but superbly presented, tracks. 

One of the earliest combinations, 
Katrina Braithwaite and Kilderry 
Rupert, produced a rare fluent 


clear round to win the lightweight 
division en route to the 
championship title. 

"It was a strong track from 
fence one with a water jump, 
ditches, bullfinch and hedges," 
said Katrina, who bought her 
Cloneen Clover eight-year-old as 
a project three years ago and 
works full time in a coffee shop. 

"Rupert lowers and gallops and 
loves to jump - he thrives on 
hunting and showjumping in the 
winter," added the Lancashire- 
based rider, who slipped the reins 
to let Rupert really gallop in the 
international arena. 

Accountant Fiona Hirst 
headed the heavyweights on 
Dartans Barrack. 

"He is a plod at home and likes 
hacking best," said Fiona, who 
was recording her first Hickstead 
win. "I came close on my nursery 
stakes pony, Robelle Autumn 
Ghost, who finished second - but 
that was years ago."

H e may have been one of the 
smallest contenders in the 
Underwood supreme 
ridden pony championship, 
but Beat The Boss not only walked 
tall, he combined movement, 
manners and presence as he 
smoothly went up and down the 
gears for 13-year-old Susie Eddis. 

As well as impressing the 
judges - Nick Brooks-Ward, 
Margaret Shaw and Men Behaving 
Badly's Martin Clunes, the British 
Horse Society president - for 28 
marks, the champion working 
hunter pony won over the crowd, 
too, and was a popular recipient 
of the Dick Saunders Trophy as 
supreme ridden pony. 

Once used to pull Santa's sleigh 
through the streets of Killarney, 
Boss then competed up to JA 
level in Ireland. 

Clear rounds are always at a 
premium at Hickstead and this 


meeting was no different, but 
Beat The Boss produced one of 
the best rounds of the day to win 
the open 133cm class before 
galloping away with the working 
hunter pony championship. 

It takes two to tango, though, 
and Susie saw good strides to 
everything. Having won the 
nursery stakes here last July, the 
pair stepped up with ease to 
answer every question asked by 
Kevin Millman's rustic course. 

"Boss has so much scope and 
goes off any stride. He's a dream 
pony to own and ride and this is 
the best he's ever jumped," said 
Susie, who rode the chestnut on 
England's British Show Pony 
Society (BSPS) working hunter 
pony team last year. 

Supreme runner-up Ella 
Georgakis had little time to 
prepare. After taking the mini 
show pony title in an outer ring. 


Ella and her first ridden winner. 
Barkway Precocious, made it into 
the international arena with 
seconds to spare. 

However, if she felt any 
pressure it didn't show, and her

‘Amateurs can beatthe pros’

a supreme ehampionship takes 
it to the limit, as this years 
Royal International proved. 

All eredit to Jayne Ross on 
supreme ehampion Time 2 
Reflect — but I know she’ll 
agree that Jordan Cook, 
reserve on his small hack, 
Fleetwater Xecutive, gave her a 
close run for her money after 
they finished on joint marks 
and prompted a two-horse 
ride-off. 

As an amateur, Jordan 
brought this horse through 
from the Search For A Star 
series and then served his 
professional “apprenticeship” 
with Pearl Underwood. He’s 
worked hard and should be an 
inspiration to all amateurs 
dreaming of making showing a 
career and hitting the big time. 

Congratulations, too, to the 
Eddis family and their 
supreme pony, the 133cm 
working hunter Beat The Boss. 
R’s rare for a worker to take this 
title, especially in such strong 
company. 

The horse working hunter 
champions, Katrina 
Braithwaite on Kilderiy 
Rupert, deserved their 
accolade.

Coping with change 

BRITISH Skewbald and 
Piebald Association day saw a

total of 245 entries; the 
smallest class had 18 forward 
and the largest, 47. Some 
classes did their go-round in 
one ring, then were switched to 
another for the judge’s ride 
section. I hear some riders felt 
this unsettled their horses, but 
it kept classes running to time. 

At this level, horses should 
adapt to different surroundings 
and I’m told the second ring 
was quieter — which should 
have been an advantage. 
Changes always spark some 
complaints, but you must have 
newideas and I bet that next 
year, riders will accept the 
set-up. The alternative might 
have been to cut down on the 
number of qualifying places, 
which would have been far 
more unpopular. 

The Ponies (UK) Dalkeith 
young riders M&M classes give 
young riders the chance to 
compete within limited age 
groups, without adults. 
Apparently some competitors 
would be happier if a marks 
system was used, so riders have 
a better idea of what judges 
were looking for. 

Riders get used to the British 
Show Pony Society and National 
Pony Society marks systems, 
and many amateurs tell me they 
like to see where they can 
improve their ride marks. I grew 
up in the days before marks, so it 
isn’t something I get hot under 
the collar about. 

As a judge, it can be useful to 
make notes when you have a 
big class, so you don’t miss 
entrants who deserve to be 
moved up.

Madden extends King George reign 


Longines Royal 
International Horse Show, 
Hickstead, West Sussex 

28 July-1 August

B EEZIE MADDEN cemented 
her role as the Royal 
Internationars first lady of 
Hickstead, writing herself 
into the history books with a 
second consecutive Longines 
King George V Gold Cup win. 

Last year, the 51-year-old 
American became the first 
woman to claim this title since 
the class was opened up to both 
genders in 2008. 

This year, she partnered her 
incredible gelding Cortes 'C' to 
the first successive victory for a 
combination since1962. 

"I'm happy to keep breaking 
the records," said Beezie. 

"The last time this happened was 
before I was born and I can't say 
that very often any more!" 

Motivated by a disappointing 
performance in Friday's 
Furusiyya FEI Nations Cup, the 
New York rider was on focused 


form with her prolific 13-year-old 
championship partner. 

She produced the second of six 
clears round Kelvin Bywater's 
optimum first-round track - 
which served as a suitably 
gruelling contest for this 
prestigious, 104-year-old 
grand prix. 

Some hard-to-judge verticals 
took their toll, with the most 
faults elicited by the demanding 
double of gates [see box], while 
the Hickstead planks jumped 
three from home were also 
exacting. 

In the jump-off, trailblazing 
Dutch rider Jur Vrieling and VDL 
Zirocco Blue NOP jumped a 
classy but conservative clear 
round that was immediately 
overthrown by the world's 
leading lady rider. 

Beezie's substantial 17hh 
gelding retains a pony-like agility 
and never looked like touching a 
pole. When they found a forward 
stride to the penultimate vertical, 
it was clear they were setting a 
lofty target. 

"The Nations Cup wasn't my 


finest moment, and I learned a 
little from that," Beezie reflected. 
"It's difficult to jump double clear 
here at Hickstead, and I didn't 
want to run the wheels off and 
have a repeat of what happened 
on Friday. 

"He likes to go left, and during 
the Nations Cup I took him too 
sharp and didn't compensate. 


This time on the approach to 
fence three, I knew the angle was 
going to be difficult and maybe I 
wouldn't have made the right 
adjustment there if it hadn't been 
for the other day. 

"Unusually for a big horse, he's 
naturally fast and I could leave 
strides out. The right turn to the 
[penultimate] vertical suited him

Beezie's fellow countryman 
Todd Minikus and Babalou 41 
added four faults at the 
penultimate vertical. 

The boldest challenge came 
from Britain's fearless 
19-year-old Jessica Mendoza 
and her equally unfettered 
14-year-old mare Spirit T. They 
commenced a motivated bid in 
flying style - not only was the 
esteemed grand prix title hanging 
on their round, it was also a 
viewing trial for the European 
Championships in Aachen. 

Jessica rode the turns with 
guts, surviving a heart-stopping 
moment when the mare nearly 
ducked out at the penultimate 
fence. Accelerating to the last, 
they pulled out a stride but failed 
to make full reach for the oxer, 
taking both rails but with 0.3 of a 
second up on the clock. 

"I had a normal stride [turning 
to the penultimate vertical], she 
saw it out of the corner of her eye 
and spooked, but when I kicked 
she came up," explained Jessica. 
"Because of that, my stride 
wasn't quite the same to the last. 
If I'd put in an extra one I might 
have gone clear but we would 
have been slower." 

France's Penelope Leprevost 
and the 10-year-old Hanoverian 
mare Flora De Mariposa came 
closest to disturbing the 
American form - their clear round 
was just 0.36 of a second of the 
pace to snatch second place. 

William Whitaker, the second of 
the Brits to make it through the 
deciding round, put in a final bid 
but took a pole for fifth place with 
top ride Fandango.

First win for Beigium 

Pieter Davis' motivated clear in a nail-biting jump off aboard careful 
grey Dylano secures Belgium's first Nations Cup victory 



'Motivated like hell': Pieter Devos and Dylano redeem themselves in the deciding phase 


A gripping three-way draw 
in the Nations Cup was 
resolved by a determined 
jump-off performance 
from Belgium's Pieter Devos. 

His bold clear on 14-year-old 
Dylano secured victory for the 
Belgian team, elevating them to 
the top of the super league 
rankings. 

Belgium, Switzerland and the 
USA all had just four faults on 
their sheets at the close of the 
second round, forcing the 
tie-breaker, where Pieter rode to 
an emphatic 1.57-second victory. 

After disappointing 
performances had left him the 
discard score in both rounds, he 
set out to redeem himself in the 
deciding phase - going head-to- 
head with the USA's Beezie 
Madden (Cortes 'C') and 
Switzerland's Janika Sprunger 
(Bonne Chance CW). 

"You never know what will 
happen in a Nations Cup," Beezie 
had mused ahead of the 
tournament, and an 
uncharacteristic 
stop at the double 
on thelThh gelding 
Cortes 'C' dropped 
her nation to third. 

Janika's exciting 
nine-year-old has 
already collected 
three international grands prix 
wins this season, and two keen 
and scopey clears in the initial 
rounds marked him as a worthy 
weapon. 

But the bigger-striding Dylano 
was deceptively economical, and 
despite some exuberant 
mid-round bucks he forged a 
comfortable advantage over the 
Swiss rider's 44.17-second clear. 

"I want to say great thanks to 
my team members, without them 
we would not have been in the 
jump-off, all three did a great job," 
said Pieter, who attributed his 
aberrant earlier faults to a recent 
change of bridle. "I said to myself, 
Mf I have to be on the podium 
[after the initial two rounds] the 
feeling would not be good'. I really 
wanted to ride the jump-off." 

Both Olivier Philippaerts (H&M 


Armstrong Van De Kapel) and 
Judy Ann Melchoir (As Cold As 
Ice Z) had jumped double clears 
for the Belgian squad, while 
Gudrun Patteet (Sea Coast 
Pebles Z) added just four faults at 
the Hickstead planks in round B. 
Against the form. 
Chef d'equipe Dirk 
Demeersmantook 
the bold decision to 
invest his faith in 
Pieter's grey gelding. 

"It was unusual but 
I really believe in the 
combination," said 
Dirk. "The horse is very careful 
and he had three down, so I was 
sure he would do his very best, 
and I had a rider who was 
motivated like hell." 

It was the first occasion the 
team has lifted the historic 
Edward, Prince of Wales trophy. 

Having commenced the season 
with promising form - taking wins 
at Rome, La Baule and Rotterdam 
- a tight finish saw Team GBR's 
11 faults plummet them down to 
sixth place. 

While the placing was 
disappointing, there were other 
priorities for the Hickstead squad. 

"It would've been really nice to 
win our home Nations Cup - we 
came with a strong squad of five 
so it is disappointing," 
acknowledged chef d'equipe Di 
Lampard. "For these two weeks 


though, it will be the opportunity 
for viewing that is our priority. 
Hickstead and Dublin are very 
much in our minds for selecting 
the team for Aachen [European 
Championships]." 

Squad pathfinder Michael 
Whitaker had been unlucky to tap 
the troublesome Longines 
vertical in the first round, adding 
a time-penalty to complete with 
just the five faults on Calcourt 
Falklund. 

Holly Gillott and Dougie 
Douglas notched up an expensive 
13 penalties in round A, adding a 
further nine on their second 
appearance. 

The usually swift Guy Williams 
clocked up an unexpected time- 
penalty on 15-year-old Titus, 
adding yet another in the second 
round when they also tipped 
the gate. 

It was Ben Maher and the 
comparatively green Diva II who 
proved the ultimate team 
anchors, executing two flawless 
clears to keep Britain's 
performance afloat. 

"Ben and Diva were 
outstanding, his performance 
was masterly," said Di. "Diva is 
very inexperienced at this level 
and we have a lot of young horses 
forward for the squad. With young 
horses we will need enough time 
to make the correct selection that 
we have available." H&H

Y oung rider Chloe 

Winchester wiped the 
floor with the favourites 
to win the coveted Queen 
Elizabeth II Cup on rising star 
Avoca Valkyrie. 

An outsider with the 
bookmakers, 21-year-old Chloe 
was drawn into a head-to-head 
with 2013 Derby winners Phillip 
Miller and Caritiar Z as the class 
drew to a close. 

Six clears from 26 starters had 
progressed to the second round 
where Tina Fletcher rode a 
competitive opening clear on 
Hello Sailor. Her supremacy was 
quickly contested by Kerry 
Brennan and the exceptional 
Wellington M, who stopped the 
clock 0.01 of a second behind 
Tina's time to lie in second. 

Jumping from penultimate 
draw, Chloe's breathtakingly fluid 
round on the 12-year-old mare 
found strides all round the course. 
The daughter of Touchdown 
effortlessly devoured the 1.60m 
track, demonstrating impressive 
scope as she pinged down a 
trappy line from the double to a 
vertical. Given the calibre of the 
field, their 3.75-second lead as 
they broke the beam was 
staggering. 

But last to jump, Phillip and 
"Carter" were in with an evident

chance of taking home the 
66-year-old trophy. 

The charismatic grey was nippy 
and economical but simply 
couldn't match the Irish mare's 
ground-eating pace.

"It's such a prestigious class and 
an honourtojump here, and to do 
a round like that was even better. 
I'm very surprised to have won," 
said Chloe. "We watched it last 
year on TV and I thought 'I want to 
jump that'. To say I've won the 
Queen Elizabeth II Cup is amazing 
and something I'll always have." 

It was their line from a green 
oxer - a new fence in the jump-off 
- down to the combination that 
found them the extra seconds. 

"I went straight across the 
green and white oxer and then 
back inside to the double, where I 
took seven strides down to the 
cream vertical. I was expecting 
about nine. She has so much scope 
I never had to worry about the 
height of the fences," said Chloe. 
"She loves competing on grass 
and having that much room to 
run and jump." 

Comparatively, Phillip alleged 
to have tackled the vertical on 
"probably about 12 strides". 

"I couldn't find a forward one 
anywhere down that line," he said.

Janika Sprunger had a 
cracker of a round and I didn’t 
thinkit could be beaten, only for 
Pieter Devos to take nearly 2secs 
off. Beezie more than made up 
for the error by going on to win 
the King George V Gold Cup. 

It would’ve been the perfect 
end to the fairytale if Adventure 
De Kannan could have won for 
me and added the hnal piece to 
the puzzle. Although the full 
house of classics wasn’t to be, 
he is still a great horse, especially 
atHickstead. 

He jumped his heart out, as he 
always does on abig day. He 
knows when I tiy and he does 
too — and I was really trying on 
Sunday. Hejumped the first, 
second and third and the treble 
superbly and I thought it was 
going really well. We got to the 
gates the way I wanted but he 
clipped it behind — it was just 
one ofthose things. They took a 
lot of jumping and I was victim 
to it as well. 

The horse was fantastic and 
all I can ask of him is his best. 


One thing is for sure — Addy 
doesn’t owe me anything. He’s 
been my top horse for six or 
seven years and I’ll never be 
annoyed or disappointed with 
him. He’s been an unbelievable 
servant for me and his owner 
Karen Swann. 

Up against five-star riders 

WHEN I walked the course for 
the King George, I didn’t think it 
was a killer. I expected eight to 
10 clears but it turned out to be 
more difficult, with only six 
going through. 

The gates played their part 
but everywhere needed care 
— especially the combination 
and the last line to the Bunn 
Leisure oxer. Course-designers 
Kelvin By water and Bob Ellis 
got it spot-on. 

I watched Hickstead on TV 
growing up and it’s a show I 
always try and gear towards. I’m 
lucly^ I have two really good 
Derby horses, so at the Derby 
meeting I knew I had a chance. 

Going to the Royal 
International is a different 
experience, and I’d be an 
outsider to win the grand prix 
here — you’re pitched against 
five-star riders such as Beezie, 
Marcus Ehning and Christian 
Ahimann. I don’t get to jump at 
five-star shows week in and 
week out and it’s great to be up 
against them. 

I won the first day here in the 
1.45m Bunn Leisure vase with 
Georgie D’Auvray. He’s only nine 
and a relatively new ride — 
there’s a lot more to come 
from him. 

As an Irishman, Dublin is the 
pinnacle. Hickstead the week 
before is ideal for getting the 
horses up to speed at five-star 
level. I’m hoping for good results 
in Dublin to put myself in 
contention for friture 
Nations Cups. H&H

The red, white and green flags are flying high as Italian riders enjoy success in the English sunshine, 
claiming speedy victories to bounce backfrom Nations Cup disappointment 


L orenzo DELUCA 

spearheaded a comeback 
for the Italians when he 
trounced Hickstead 
supremo Guy Williams by an 
impressive 1.35 seconds in 
Saturday's British Speed Classic. 

Partnering the Stephex 
Stable's talented eight-year-old 
Homer De Reve, he cruised to an 
astoundingly quick clear that 
trumped the British rider and his 
speed derby record-holder 
Casper DeMuze. 

“It is the first time I have ever 
gone faster than Guy,'' Lorenzo 
said. “It's a very fun class - not so 
high but it's really difficult to win 
here. The Irish and British are 
famous as speed masters." 

It's easy to see why Lorenzo is 
extremely optimistic about this 


young horse's future. The Nabab 
De Reve x Heartbreaker stallion 
was returning from a short 
break following a laudable CSI5* 
1.50m win at St Gallen, and will 
now be aimed at Dublin's eight- 
year-old class. 

“My goal for two weeks has 
been this class with him and now I 
want to build him up for bigger 
classes," he added. “He won a lot 
of seven-year-old classes when 
he was in Belgium, so he is used to 
the speed. He's a clear-round 
machine and not scared about 
anything." 

The Italians made the show's 
penultimate day one to celebrate, 
marking a turnaround from a 
joyless Nations Cup performance 
that left them trailing in last place. 

Lorenzo's team-mate 


Piergiorgio Bucci took the first 
class of the day, the Bunn Leisure 
Salver, on a step down for his top 
rideCasalloZ. 

“He's only jumping the smaller 
classes here - at his last show he 
didn't go so well, so I wanted to 
give him confidence," said 
Piergiorgio, who is based in 
Holland. “He was supposed to be 
aimed at the Europeans but we 
had a problem at a combination in 
Mannheim." 

The 11-year-old stallion was the 
fastest of 16 jump-off contenders, 
staking a 1.61-second winning 
margin over Germany's Christian 
Ahimann and the graceful grey 
Caruso 472. 

“With a horse like mine it's even 
easier when you are jumping in a 
big arena, he's really careful and 


you don't need to think about the 
rails," said Piergiorgio. “I took 
some risks in front of the final 
combination. It's better for my 
horse when I come in slow so I 
turned in really short there." 

On any other day, Swiss rider 
Remain Duguet's striking round 
on eight-year-old Cacharel in the 
British speed classic would have 
been enough for victory, but such 
was the blistering pace at the 
front of the field that they had to 
settle for third. 

Consolation came in Sunday's 
Royal International accumulator, 
where he held off a bid from a 
determined Keith Shore to take 
the class with a 0.1 of a second 
headway on 13-year-old stallion 
OtelloDuSoleil. 

“I tried to win yesterday but it 
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was crazy fast. Cacharel was at 
her first five-star show and it's a 
big grass arena with lots of things 
to see," said Remain. 

Otello Du Soleil has been 
based with the rider for seven 
years, and the combination's 
experience showed as they 
executed precision lines 
throughout the course. 

"It's not an easy arena, it's 
never flat. There are really 
difficult angles in if you chose to 
cut inside. It makes it really hard 
to keep the balance," said 
Remain. "For a show like this you 
have to be together and know the 
horse and what you can do." 

Practice pays for Breitling 

THE USA's Beezie Madden 
demonstrated how she has 
consistently ranked as the 
world's leading lady rider when 
she took the Bunn Leisure 
international stakes with a 
schooling round on nine-year-old 
stallion Breitling LS. 

"I wanted to practise going fast 
with him as he needs to learn 
that," said Beezie. 

Breitling seemed at home in 


this vast outdoor ring as he took 
his first international win outside 
of young horse classes. 

"He's impressive," Beezie 
added. "He's had a lot of 
experience at Spruce Meadows in 
big fields and he's brave." 

Michael Whitaker had staked 


an early British claim in 
Thursday's feature class when 
he topped the line-up in the Bunn 
Leisure trophy with Quelbora 
Merze - a new addition to his 
string this March. 

The 11-year-old chestnut 
gelding pipped Christian Ahimann 


and Caruso 472 to the win by 0.14 
of a second - one of two narrow 
misses for the German pair. 

"You could see he had 
something in him. He has been 
building up to it getting placed a 
few times, and it has all come 
right on the day," said Michael. 

Irishman Trevor Breen 
expanded his already extensive 
list of Hickstead victories when he 
led the opening international 
class, the1.45m Bunn Leisure 
vase, with Kilian Browne's nine- 
year-old Georgia D'Auvray.

A-level student Chelsea's tight-turn tactics pay off as she and Caramba 
steal a national championship title from a field of professionals

E ighteen-year-old 

Chelsea Skelton put herself 
on the map in the winter 
grades B&C as she 
partnered Caramba to a first 
national championshiptitle. 

The Lincolnshire student 
defied the odds to lead from the 
front in a 10-strong jump off. 

"Grass isn't his favourite 
[surface] and he gets uneasy 
when it's slippery and raining, he 
loses confidence," said Chelsea, 
whose round fell in the middle of 
an unseasonable cold shower. 

"Rather than push him on, I 
decided to keep things tight. He is 
really good at turning as he lands. 
When I started riding him I was 
still on ponies and I think it has 
influenced him." 

Despite not being at peak 
fitness, the IT.Ihh gelding 
overwhelmed the professionals, 
finishing 1.6sec ahead of his 


fastest clear rivals Justin Tuff 
and Disco. 

"He pulled a muscle in his groin 
at Chepstow international and 
I've been doing my A2 exams. 

He's still a bit fat," said Chelsea, 
whose win was testament to how 
far this once difficult eight-year- 
old has come. 

"We couldn't afford a horse as 
good as him without issues and he 
was really naughty when we got 
him - he'd go up on his back legs 
and leave the arena. He's bolshy 
but he does try really hard," 
added Chelsea. She initially 
spotted the horse - whose lines 
include Wolfgang, Indoctro, 
Burggraaf and Ramiro Z - in an 
internet advert as a five-year-old. 

"We bought him with my mum's 
kitchen money that she'd saved 
up for ages. She's got the kitchen 
now but it's three years late!" 

Having jumped some beautiful 


treble clears in recent newcomers 
and Foxhunter second rounds, 
Adrian Whiteway and Cojack had 
been nipping at the heels of a 
decent win. 

They picked their moment in 
the SEIB winter novice, when they 
saw off a rival bid from Millie Allen 
and Senator Little Lusario to cling 
to the title by 0.08 of a second. 

The eight-year-old selle 
Frangais is co-owned by Adrian 
and Heather Larson. 

"He's a real blood type, always 
landing and going and you don't 
have to kick," said Adrian. "I knew 
Millie would be the one to beat. 

We made up some time taking a 
stride out to the last. I was holding 
for seven in the first round so I 
went for six in the jump-off." 

Reed piles on the pressure 

FRASER REED, 14, led a Scottish 
charge on the pony classes with 


an opening win in The Oakley 
Coachbuilders Winter JC 
championship riding Gordon 
Bowden's Bay Friend. 

Millie Dickinson jumped the 
only other double clear with 
Ron Burgundy, trailing by over a 
second, but also collecting third 
with the fastest four-fault round 
onCladdagh Prince. 

"We planned to put the 
pressure on and go clear and it 
worked," said Fraser. "We decided 
not to gallop to the last if she was 
clear at that point. That was 
where we thought we could still 
be beaten." 

The 12-year-old mare turned 
JA the day she qualified at 
South View, and is now contesting 
pony showjumper of the year 
classes. Next year the ride will 
return to Gordon's granddaughter 
Vikki Selby. 

"I'll be looking for some other 
rides now," Fraser added. 

The winter 138cm track was 
exacting, and a treble three 
from home did efficient work 
thinning out the field. Four 
eventual clears contested the 
second phase, where Shaunie 
Greig's bold and forward riding on 
Drumaclan Flight suited the large 
grass arena. 

Falkirk-based Shaunie and the 
14-year-old Irish import piled on 
the demands from first draw, 
encouraging all but one other 
combination to fault. 

Aware they were chasing a 
soaring target, last to go Emelia 
Mitchell and Little Miss Ebony 
opted to jump for clear, 
finishing runners-up 13.06 
seconds behind. 

"You can gallop her the whole 
way and trust her to leave them 
up," said Shaunie. "It was 
definitely one I wanted to win." 

Winter 128cm winner My Little 
Sweetheart has form in this ring, 
having taken the title in 2012 with 
former jockey Jodie Hall-McAteer. 

This time it was 10-year-old 
Hannah Barker who piloted the 
mare to victory, producing not 
only the fastest round but also 
the only double clear of the three 
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jump-off riders. 

"My plan was just to go as 
fast as I could/' said Hannah. 

"I knew she liked the arena, I was 
just hoping the brakes would 
work - but she jumped well and 
I had control. 

"I can rely on her to be careful 
and she has a massive stride for a 
little pony." 

Hannah was continuing a 
family legacy in this ring. Her 
uncle, Paul Barker, also won the 
title on a grey pony. Silver Charm, 
in 1990. 

The horses returned to the 
international arena on Friday, 
where Olivia Poole opened 
proceedings with a win in the 
children on horses grand prix 
riding her mother Michelle's 
Chinook BH. 

William Whitaker aired a 
promising young stallion, Arkol, in 
the Old Lodge young breeding 
horse championship, jumping the 
quickest of two double clears to 
overtake Philip Spivey's early 
lead on Darya-I-Nur. 

William has been riding Arkol, 
an eight-year-old by Argentinus, 
for the past year. 

"That was his best win so far, 
he's always been very consistent 
and knocking on the door," said 
William, who has been clocking up 
mileage on the grey jumping 
seven- and eight-year-old classes 
in Europe. 

"He doesn't have a great deal 
of experience in a ring like this. 
You don't know how they are 
going to adapt when you start 
asking them to go fast in that ring, 
so I'm really pleased with how he 
jumped." H&H

Andrew Nicholson fends off stiff competition to take the 
Amlin Plus eventers' challenge, reports Gemma Redrup

B ack by popular demand, 
the reinvented eventers' 
grand prix provided a nail- 
biting competition right 
until the end. 

Twenty event riders lined up to 
tackle the 19-fence, highly 
technical cross-country course. 

The first to go, Tom McEwen 
on his own intermediate eventer 
Cuarento, set the standard, 
riding a polished, speedy clear 
round to finish on a total time of 
126.16 seconds. 

Tom, who eventually finished 
third, said of his round: "There 
was nowhere to hide out there, 
but it was lovely to feel like you 
had the crowd supporting you 
every step of the way." 

It wasn't until Andrew Nicholson 
came into the arena 12 horses 
later that Tom's time was beaten. 

Riding the nine-year-old 
Cillnabradden Evo, owned by 
Sally-Anne Egginton, Andrew 
never took his foot off the 
accelerator and, despite rattling 
the first part of the second road 
jump, came home clear in a time 
of 124.94 seconds. 

Andrew has competed "Garry" 
at advanced and three-star level 
this season. 

"He's a horse who has come 
up through the grades quickly 
and we've suffered a couple of 
falls, but he will be a top horse," 
said Andrew. 

"There was no time to think 


about what you wanted for lunch 
while riding the course - the 
fences came up very quickly," 
he said of the track. 

The last horse to go, 
Doonaveeragh 0 One, ridden 
by Irish rider Elizabeth Power, 
looked very much at home in 
the International Arena. This 
horse won the Hickstead Speed 
Derby in 2013 with Elizabeth's 
brother, Robbie, and was also 
placed twice in the eventers' 
grand prix. 

They stormed round the 
course, clocking the fastest time 
of the day - which was impressive 
considering this horse hasn't 
been around a cross-country 
course since 2011. Unfortunately 
for them, the fence that Andrew 
rattled fell this time when 
Doonaveeragh 0 One hit it, 
meaning the four seconds 
added for the knock-down put 
them just 0.08 of a second 
behind the winner. 

Problems were scattered 
throughout the course and many 
riders took the long route at the 
famous Derby Bank. 

Tanya Kyle (Emerald Butterfly), 
Rose Carnegie (Master Rory) and 
Joseph Murphy (Electric Cruise) 
all took a dunking at the spooky 
water, while Tina Cook fell at 
fence four, when her horse, 

DHI Zancorgino, took exception 
to the ditch and jumped the 
hedged wing.

IT was a case of experience 
triumphing over youth in the 
Howard Russell CIC2* in the 
shape of Julie Lawson's 17-year- 
old working stallion Primitive 
Faerie Tale. 

“The old boy's still got it and 
feels as good as he did 10 years 
ago/' said Julie. 

The pair completed on their 
dressage score of 49.5 ahead of 
mere whippersnappers Sam 
Ecroyd, 18, and his seven-year-old 
partner Tullaher Sunrise (see box, 
below) on 50.9. 

“He owes me nothing and I only 
take him to events I like," added 
Julie. “I thought the course and 
ground were both fab so I knew I 
could put my foot down. 

“Frustratingly it's taken me all 
season to get my eye in and get 
up to speed but it all came 
together today." 

Ryuzo Kitajima, a member of 
Japan's 2014 Asian Games silver- 
medal winning team with his 
CIC3* ride Just Chocolate, rose 
from 18th after dressage to 
eventual third with Club Crane's 
Poachers Hope.

Who takes responsibilily ? 


I was interested to read that 
Mark Todd wants to see the 
end of the alligator in the 
water at Barbuiy (eomment, 

16 July). 

It s on the list for ehange, 
partly as the three-star will have 
a newtraek next year. But I’m 
left with a lingering question 
about rider responsibility. 

Many horses, partieularly in 
the two-star, left a leg and 
several got an early bath. There 
was a boat strategieally plaeed 
before the alligator so riders 
eould take a ehanee and 
approaeh on the angle or go 
around the boat and jump the 
alligator square on. Everyone 
who got wet took the angle. 

Is it up to the eourse-designer 
not to give riders the angled 
option or should it be the riders’ 
responsibility to do what’s best 
for their horse? 

Like Mark, I was mystified 
why quite so many of the Brits 
— 20 — withdrew before eross- 
eountiy. A CIC3* is an expensive 
way to praetise two phases. I 
eould not agree with Yogi 
Breisner when he told me the 
ground was hard. 

AftertheVerti-Drain 
treatment the two-star horses 
made a great eut the day before: 
even before the rain you eould see 
the print they made. We did not 
Verti-Drain the three-star eourse 
until Sunday morning — the 
later you aerate, the greater the 
benefit to the horses. 

The clips have a use 

AFTER my eomments asking 
why MIM Clips eannot be used 
in Britain, British Eventing’s 
(BE) Chris Farr wrote in to 
explain that they have not been 
submitted for the BE frangible 
deviee tests (letters, 9 July). 

This is true — beeause the 
makers know the elips won’t 
pass one of the Transport 
Researeh Laboratoiy eriteria. 
There is a requirement around 
poles dropping vertieally, while 
the aetion of the MIM Clip 
means the pole initially falls in 
an are. However, this doesn’t 


stop the elips having a useful 
plaee in risk management. 

The British frangible pins are 
not infallible. The pin breaks 
only in a partieular type of 
rotational fall — most designers 
have seen more rotational falls 
where the pin did not break than 
where it did. Also the pin is less 
likely to break over a narrow 
fenee or when hit by a pony. 

Neither the pin, nor the 
reverse pin, nor the MIM Clip is 
guaranteed to break in eveiy 
eireumstanee. If 10 horses hit a 
fenee, they are likely to hit it in 
10 different ways with different 
pressure from different angles. 
But a fenee with a frangible 
deviee must be safer than one 
without. 

My belief is that the MIM Clip 
has a role but, like the pin, it is 
not the answer to every type of 
impaet. I gather BE is now 
talking again to the MIM 
designers in Sweden, so 
hopefully progress ean be made. 
Then BE ean further edueate its 
designers as to whieh deviee to 
use aeeording to eireumstanees. 

Facing the challenges 

I talked to new BE ehief 
exeeutive David Holmes at 
Barbuiy. I was impressed by how 
quiekly he has grasped the 
endemie problems within BE. 
Reorganising the board so eaeh 
member has a speeifie area of 
responsibility will enable them to 
take better-informed deeisions. 

However, I still despair that 
energetie up-and-eoming 
organisers are held baek from 
running an advaneed elass until 
an existing venue falls off its 
pereh, thus ereating a vaeaney. 
This eannot be healthy for the 
sport’s development. 

At the Festival of British 
Eventing at Gateombe entries 
are good for the new Corinthian 
Cup and the intermediate 
ehampionships, but the noviee 
ehampionships has seen a 
serious deeline. Hopefully BE 
will look at the qualifieation 
eriteria next year. H&H

Emile also took the runner-up 
spot riding Lady Rake's 13-year- 
old Hanoverian gelding Don Jon. 

“He had one small blip in the 
walk pirouette, but considering it 
was only his third PSG, he did a 


really sweet test,'' he said. “He's 
with me until the nationals and 
then Lady Rake will take him back 
to contest her first PSG with him." 

It was a good weekend for team 
Faurie, as Emile's rider Tom 
Goode and Dior III produced a 
fluent and expressive test to take 
the advanced medium open on 
73.03%. 

Tom has been riding Sam 
Geddes' seven-year-old stallion 
by Gribaldi since he was a four- 
year-old, and this is his first year 
at advanced medium. 

“He was a little spirited today, 
but he is an amazing horse," Tom 
said. “He's only been out twice 
this year, but he's got an amazing 
character and finds everything 
easy. He's a very exciting horse 
that I'm lucky to ride." 

Another of Emma Blundell's 


horses also secured a place at the 
nationals - Charlotte Dujardin 
rode Mount St John Freestyle to 
medium victory with 75.77%. 

'Steer and hold your breath' 

A new game plan, made up of a 
longjourney and a jockey-style 
warm-up session, paid off for 
Darryl Thickitt, who took the 
open elementary with 75.47%. 
He was riding Catherine Gill's 
six-year-old mare, Flaniermaus. 

“We left home at 11am on 
Saturday and arrived at Keysoe 
eight hours later - the fan belt 
snapped and we broke down in 
the 50mph zone on the Ml," 

Darryl said. “It drained 
her a little bit, but helped calm 
her down. 

“I took a different approach to 
my warm-up and cantered off her

"Never in her life has she got 
her tongue over the bit, but she 
did as we were about to go in the 
arena," said Julie of Francis 
White's 10-year-old mare by Olivi. 
"At one point, I had my white 
glove inside her mouth putting 
her tongue back in the right place, 
and then three strides later, I was 
in the arena." 

The pair just missed qualifying 
for the nationals on a number of 


occasions, so it was a relief when 
they finally cracked it. 

"I had a lesson with Carl 
[Hester] in the week, and was 
complaining that I hadn't 
qualified," she added. "He told me 
to just sock it to 'em with my 
lovely pirouettes, so I did." 

Ashley Jenkins took the novice 
open title riding Imogen Byers' 
Showkia, by Showmaker. It is the 
second horse of Imogen's that 
Ashley has qualified for the 
nationals. 

"He has three really good gaits 
and this was only the fifth test I 
have done on him," said Ashley, 
who rides for Daniel Greenwood. 

Louise Gallavan, 17, followed up 
a week at the BYRDS home 
international by booking her place 
at nationals with a prelim victory.

Timing, accuracy 
and clarity’ 

I S dressage in need of a plain English 
eampaign? The most helpful eomment 
I’ve had so far this season was “get him 
on the bit” during an inter II warm-up, 
followed by “get him on the bloody bit”. The 
timing, aeeuraey and elarity was spot-on. 

But even when there’s more time to absorb 
adviee — when reading a test sheet for 
instanee — shouldn’t words ofwisdom still be 
straightforward and understandable to aU? 

When I was ajudge, the hardest aspeet was 
learning what’s pereeived to be the required 
language. Whether it’s a prelim or an 
advaneed test, eomments should be definite 
rather than a matter of degrees. We’ve aU had 
one judge say “needs to be more forward”, only 
for the next to remark “running”. 

When eonfusing words abound, eare is 
needed about what’s taken on board. At least 
my horse is either “on the bloody bit” or it’s not. 

Milk, bread and early to bed 

EVERY time I eompete, whieh I do as it helps 
with my teaehing, I get veiy nervous. Yes, even 


at my age ! To deal with the butterflies and 
feeling siek, I kiek myself mentally and hard. 
It’s aproeess I’ve eometoknowonly too well. 

Maybe my early days eompeting are to 
blame; like being sent to bed with milk and 
bread for having an unneeessaiy stop at a 
eross-eountiyfenee. 

Or the time I was banned from riding a 
lovely horse for three months beeause I hadn’t 
been in bed by 10pm, then rolled two poles in 
a Eoxhunter jump-off. I knew the bedtime 
rule, and was always truthful. . . Or was it 
more reeently, eantering in a piaffe and 
thus throwing British Dressage national 
ehampionships qualiheation out of the 
window? 

There is no universal fix for nerves; one 
eompetitor’s saviour eanbe another’s 
downfall. In my ease “get a grip” works best. 
It’s brilliant that our top riders have aeeess to 
sports psyehologists. The rest of us just have to 
get on, get into that arena and do it. 

As I write, regional ehampionships are 
making me nervous. Will I ever grow up? 

Instinct over theory 

THEY say you should never alter anything 
just before a eompetition. But sometimes one 
has to risk ehange — in our ease, abridle for 
para rider Suzanna Hext. 

As was often the ease with Abira, owned by 
our son Charlie and me, he took to kissing his 
knees in his familiar double bridle. Overnight 
thinking prompted us to swap it for a snaffle. 
Even though Abira rarely works in one, it 
made a huge differenee for the better. 

Horses are animals, so need treating 
individually. And sometimes it’s worth 
trusting instinet over theoiy. 


Perfection, down to the loos 

IT was an absolute privilege to see so many 
British senior team members at Hartpuiy. 
Thank goodness the “we prefer to eompete 
abroad” syndrome is no longer so fashionable. 
No wonder the erowds floeked to this friendly, 
well-organised show. 

Hiekstead had big sereens, live seoring, 
eleetrie bells and nextyear’s team hopefuls 
tiying hard. Two internationals baek-to-baek 
like this give seleetors and fans alike a really 
good barometer. 

It’s many years sinee I eomplained about 
Hiekstead’s loos. Well, Dane Rawlins, your 
shows — and loos — are now perfeet. You’re 
to be eongratulated for your vision, while all 
you do to eneourage the young has not gone 
unnotieed.

Qatar Goodwood 
Festival, West Sussex

D espite the rise in value of 
the Qatar Sussex Stakes to 
£1m, it was the Goodwood 
Cup, won by Big Orange, 
which provided the most thrilling 
finish to any race at this year's 
Qatar Goodwood Festival. 

Mike BeH'stall gelding, ridden 
by Jamie Spencer, was second for 
most of the way before making 
the best of his way home three 
out. With a furlong to run, it 
appeared he would be swamped 
as Trip To Paris came up one 
side and the Northumberland 
Plate winner Quest For More 
up the other. 

But Big Orange's class and 
stamina was matched by a steely 
determination. In the Princess of 
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Wales's Stakes at Newmarket he 
was passed but fought back and 
here, if Trip To Paris did not get his 
head in front, he certainly drew 
level looking dangerously like he 
would win. 

But Ed Dunlop's gelding was 
wide of Big Orange and Quest For 
More and, on his own and without 
a rail, he wandered a bit, which 
probably cost him the race. Big 
Orange, engaged in hand-to-hand 
combat, battled it out with Quest 
For More and eventually stuck out 
his head to win by a neck with Trip 
To Paris a nod away in a very 
game third. 

The winner and third could 
meet again - half a world away. 
Both have the Melbourne Cup in 
November as their target. 

“He stays two miles, he's a 
tough hardy horse, and he's not 
ground dependent. He's perfect 
for the 'race that stops the 


nation','' said Bell. “I can't wait. 
I've never had a runner out 
there before. 

“It's a good job he's 17hh 
because he stuck his long neck 
out. It was a thrilling race to be 
involved with and a thrilling 
spectacle,'' he added. “Trip To 
Paris had a 41b penalty so comes 
out of it with even more credit 
than us. Big Orange wasn't in 
form at the start of the season 
but my horses are in form now 
and we've put cheekpieces on 
him. If I knew what makes the 
difference - I'd have a strike rate 
like Mark Johnston!'' 

Winningjockey Jamie Spencer 
added: “There was a doubt about 
him staying. He's out of a Fasliyev 
mare who was all speed but the 
Duke of Marmalade's [his sire] 
seem to be doing well. He has kept 
improving - he is just a big oaf 
and he will only get stronger." 


Ed Dunlop was delighted with 
his Royal Ascot Gold Cup winner 
Trip To Paris, who lost nothing in 
defeat. “I've been whingeing for 
ages about the 41b penalty but he 
got that for a reason," he said. 
“That and the course probably 
beat him today. He can only 
improve. Melbourne might come 
a year too early but we'll see." 

Solow's too fast 

THE Qatar Sussex Stakes lost 
some of its appeal when Gleneagles 
was taken out at the 48-hour 
stage because of the ground, 
which left Solow a very 
short-priced favourite. The French 
horse was going into the race on a 
four-timer in Group Ones and with 
very legitimate claims to be the 
best miler in the world. 

But Arod, Peter Chapple- 
Hyam's four-year-old, who 
finished a good fourth in last 
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French class: short favourite Solow proves too good under Maxim Guyon, seeing off the progressive front-runner Arod to take the Sussex Stakes by half a length 


year's Derby but has progressed 
well back over a mile this season, 
stepped up to the plate 
magnificently to provide some 
serious opposition for Solow - the 
first Wertheimer runner at 
Goodwood since Epinard won the 
Stewards' Cup in 1923. 

The long striding Arod made 
the running, as he had done 
successfully in the Diomed Stakes 
and Summer Mile. But Maxim 
Guyon - in his first season as 
retained jockey to the 
Wertheimers - rode a judicious 
race on Solow and never gave the 
leader more than a length's 
advantage. He was poised when 
Andrea Atzeni kicked on Arod. 

Very often you will find nothing 
folds quicker than a front-runner 
headed but no one told Arod that 
and he put up an admirable fight, 
at one stage looking like he might 
rally back past his French 
adversary. However Solow, who 
has probably figured out he only 
has to do enough to win now, 
proved too good and went on to 
win by a cosy half-length. 

"My father [Alec] won this race 
with Venture in I960,'' said 
Freddy Head. "I was only a boy 
then but there are a lot of 
memories. It's special winning 
with such a good horse but a bit 
more tense.'' 

Explaining why Solow has only 
just come into his own as a five- 
year-old, giving his first indication 
of what this summer had in store 
when romping home on World 
Cup night in Dubai, he added: 


"He had problems as a three- 
year-old, which is why we gelded 
him. He's bred to be a stayer by 
Singspiel out of a mare who got 
two miles, which is why I persisted 
running him over long distances. 

"Each time he ran, he ran badly 
but he worked so well at home. 

So we tried him over a shorter trip 
last August. Since then he has 
won four Group Ones, a Group 
Two and a Group Three.'' 

Solow's winning margin has 
decreased with each run this 
season but Head reckons the 
grey, who he hopes will be 
around for a few years yet, is 
older and wiser. 

"With age he is getting to know 
this business,'' he said. 

Coolmore did not go home 
empty-handed winning the 
Gordon Stakes with Highland Reel 
and the Group One Qatar Nassau 
Stakes with the David Wachman- 
trained Legatissimo, who 
appeared to have an extra gear 
compared with her rivals beating 
Wedding Vow. 

It was the 1,000 Guineas 
winner's sixth start of the season 
and although touched off in both 
the Oaks and Pretty Polly she 
clearly thrives on racing. 

"She exploded away from them 
today," said Wachman. "She 
doesn't like hanging about before 
a race but she's a good filly and 
eight, nine or 10 furlongs are fine 
for her. Good ground is the key 
and I'll speak to the owners about 
where she goes next. Their three 
brains are bigger than mine." 


FRANKIE DETTORI AND MAGICAL MEMORY 

FRANKIE was on fire - he was top jockey with six winners, plus he was driven 
in a Porsche at 274kph around the Goodwood circuit by his boss Sheikh Joaan. 
His victory on the Charlie Hills-trained Magical Memory in the Qatar Stewards' 
Cup nearly overshadowed the retirement of Richard Hughes. 

The sprinter is owned by Kennet Valley Thoroughbreds, a syndicate run by 
Sam Hoskins, who revealed: "We have Ryan Moore's feedback to thank for 
that. He rode him to finish sixth in a nursery here last year and told us to put 
him away and geld him."

Toormore's win overdue 

RICHARD HANNON was leading 
trainer for the week for the first 
time and struck with Toormore, 
the champion two-year-old of 
2013, who won the Qatar Lennox 
Stakes, a race now worth 
£300,000, which is as much as 
the Sussex Stakes a year ago. 

The Godolphin-owned colt, who 
will race on as a five-year-old next 
year, had not won since last year's 
Craven Stakes. However, he had 
been knocking on the door, in all 
but one of his seven subsequent 
starts - most of which have been 
against the best milers around. 

Here though, over seven 
furlongs, James Doyle took the 
race by the scruff of the neck by 
making all. Just when it looked 
like Toormore would be swamped 
by Dutch Connection, Code Red 
and Ascription at the furlong pole, 
he pulled out more and went away 
by three quarters of a length for 
an overdue success. 

"He did it the hard way from the 
front and they came at him one by 
one," said Hannon. "He could 
easily have said he'd done his bit 
and chucked it in at that stage. He 
needed that to get his confidence 
back before we could go back up 
to the next level [Group One] ." 

Sheikh Joaan, the driving force 


behind Qatar's £2m sponsorship 
of Goodwood and Al Shaqab 
racing, had a fantastic week with 
six winners. Shalaa, a speedy 
Invincible Spirit colt looks like he 
will take a bit of pegging back this 
season over six furlongs, judging 
by the way he won the Qatar 
Richmond Stakes. 

Carrying a 31b penalty he won 
by two and three quarter lengths, 
quickening away from Tasleet 
with a shake of the reins. 

"I don't see him as a miler," said 
John Gosden, who will aim him for 
the Morny, Middle Park and, next 
year, the Commonwealth Cup. 
"He flops around at home but get 
him down to the start and he's 
very professional." 

A better guide to future 
success, however, is the Qatar 
Vintage Stakes, which has been 
won by horses like Dr Devious, 
Maroof, Sir Percy, Shamardal, 
Olympic Glory and Toormore 
in the past. 

This time it went to Galileo 
Gold, a typically fizzy son of Paco 
Boy (out of a Galileo mare) but 
with plenty of scope to follow in 
the footsteps of some of the 
race's illustrious winners.

I have always wanted to retire 
at the top and I eouldn’t 
think of a better plaee to sign 
off than at Goodwood — it s a 
speeial raeeeourse to me. IVe 
been luel^ there in the past and I 
like itbeeauseyou don’t always 
need to be on the best horse to 
win, dne to the nature of the 
track and the way it rides. 

I was pleased to score a win on 
the opening day on Gibeon. To 
get another on the Friday with 
Belvoir Bay was abonus, 
especially as both horses are 
trained by my brother-in-law, 
Richard Hannon Jr. 

Even though I didn’t ride a 
winner on the final Saturday it 
was still a great day. 

Training is in my blood, 
having grown up watching my 
father ^the late Dessie Hughes^ 
train. Even when I started out as 
ajockeyitwas always going to be 
my next venture after riding — I 
never thought of anything else. 

I know communication as a 
trainer is important and 
something I will have to think 
about more. As ajockey, 
communication only really 
comes into play three minutes 
before a race when you’re talking 
to the trainer and owners. 

However, I think my biggest 
challenge will be going out there 
and buying quality horses from 
the sale ring and trusting my 
instinct. Then, of course, finding 
owners to buy them. 

I’ve been lucl^ to have always 
enjoyed myjob as ajockey. Not 
just riding in a race and having 
winners but the riding-out part 
and the preparing of horses 
beforehand has always 
interested me. There is 
satisfaction in finding a nice 
two-year-old and watching it 
growinto a decent racehorse. 

Eor me riding winners was the 
bonus that came with the job. 

There have been so many

Channon was vital in getting my 
career going. I was his first 
jockey when I initially came over 
from Ireland. As a trainer, I will 
be looking to give good young 
apprentices the opportunities to 
start riding and finding them 
from scratch. Getting going is a 
challenge for any young jockey 
but they need to believe in 
themselves. 

M will probably put on a 
couple of stone' 

I never moaned about my 
weight but it was always there in 
my subconscious — knowing 
when I woke up I’d be heavy. I’d 
even have dreams about it. I will 
probably put on a couple of 
stone and fill my frame out abit. 
I’ll still be riding out eveiy day so 
that should keep me fit and 
make sure I don’t get obese. 

My first ride was in 1988 and 
the sport has changed a fair 
amount since. The lads in the 
weighing room are more 
professional these days. I 
remember a time when you’d go 
into the sauna at a racecourse 
and there would be empty 
champagne bottles and cider 
cans in there — we’d crack open 
abottle of champagne after the 
third race. That just would not 
happen any more, not only 
because of the alcohol-testing 
that came into play, but jockeys 
are looking after themselves 
better than ever before. They are 
becoming more educated 
thanks to improved nutrition 
and fitness advice on offer. 

The camaraderie in the 
weighing room is something I 
definitely will miss, there’s 
nothing like it, but I will also 
miss being in demand. I’m lucl^ 
to have reached the top ofwhat I 
do, but now that I will be 
training, I’U be down at the 
bottom of the ladder and 
working my way backup again. 
It win keep me on the ball for 
sure and I’m looking forward to 
the challenge.

W ITH kennel cough not 
affecting numbers 
as much as the 
foxhound show taking 
place on the same day (see the 
Festival of Hunting report, 23 
July), 16 packs of beagles 
competed at this year's 
Peterborough Harrier and 
Beagle show. 

The long morning's judging 
culminated in the doghound 
championship being awarded to 
Christ Church and Farley Hill 
(CCFH) Valour 14, the winner of 
the entered doghound class. The 
veteran Old Berkeley Farrier 07 
was awarded reserve. 

Judges Alastair Jackson and 
Kevin Price MH (West Somerset) 
were impressed by the overall 


number of exceptional hounds 
forward in the morning. Alastair, 
in his long and distinguished 
career as a Master of Foxhounds 
(MFH) and former director of the 
Hunting Office, will have judged 
more hound shows than most, but 
commented that he had rarely 
seen more hounds of such a very 
high standard. 

Opening the show with a strong 
entry, the unentered class was 
won by Old Berkeley Mussel 
ahead of Eton College litter 
brothers Blarney and Blenheim. 
The judges were looking for 
hounds with substance and 
movement, and took a long time 
to distinguish the winners in this 
hotly contended class. 

The couple's classes were also 
extremely competitive: the single 
couple class was won by Eton 
College Wallace 12 and Spicer 14 
ahead of the Per Ardua Factor 
and Famous 14.

packs that show annually at 
Peterborough - in the ribbons. 
Their hunt staff were striking in 
air force blue socks, a vestige 
from their previous links to 
the RAF. 

Quality abounded in the two 
couple class with several packs 
able to put forward two groups. 
Eton College took the title and 
third place with two exquisite 
entries, their use of the prolific 
stallion hound Brighton and 
Storrington Villain 02 proving his 
worth as sire of many of their 
hounds in the ribbons. 

The Old Berkeley were second 
and the Derby, Notts and Staffs 
just out of the ribbons. 

Judge Kevin Price said that he 
had expected the Old Berkeley to 
do well during the day but that the 
Derby, Notts and Staffs hounds 
showed huge improvement in 
many of the classes. 

A disappointing stallion hound 
class was won by Viscount 12, 
another Eton hound and also 
sired by Brighton and Storrington 
Villain 02. 

The veteran class was however 
full of quality with many hounds 
still looking good and moving well 
after several seasons hunting. 

The Palmer Marlborough, 
Newcastle and District and 
Radley College were all in the 
running but Old Berkeley 
Farrier 07 outshone them. 

Bitches have 'wow' factor 

JUDGE Rupert Gibson MH 
(Newcastle and District) when 
asked to sum up the standard of 
bitches in the afternoon in one 
word used only three letters: 
“Wow". 

He and co-judge Mark Milburn 
MH (Stoke Hill and North 
Dartmoor) found only eight 
hounds that had what they 
termed major faults all afternoon, 
but were clear that the overall 
bitch champion Brighton, 
Storrington, Surrey and North 
Sussex (BSSNS) Standard 14 
stood out from the crowd. 

This lovely little bitch by 
Sandhurst and Aldershot 
Wimbourne 10 had huge show ring 
presence, moved beautifully and 
quite rightly beat the doghound 
champion to take the overall 
championship title. 

Mike Lefroy, joint-master of the 
BSSNS beagles, was ringside and 
jubilant when his hounds took 
first prizes in both the unentered 
with BSSNS Comic - sired by last 


year's Peterborough Champion 
Beagle SHND Commander 12 - and 
the entered bitch with Standard 14. 

The Stour Valley not only took 
first and third rosettes in the 
restricted entered bitch, but also 
took a sound third place in the 
unentered bitch with their 
Swallow by their own Slingshot 
09 out of Womble 10. It was good 
to see this pack and the Catterick, 
who travelled down from North 
Yorkshire, in the ribbons. 

The Royal Agricultural College 
(RAC), though out of the ribbons 
all day, produced a lovely couple 
for the couples' class. RAC 
Wheatabix and Whipcream 13, by 
their Builth champion Charlton 
08, won them a well-deserved 
trophy, but the Eton were in the 
ribbons sufficiently again in the 
afternoon to take the overall points 
class ahead of the Old Berkeley. 

The new rings at Peterborough, 
no longer covered except this 
year by grey clouds, remained dry 
until the very last class of the 
morning, but their position in 
close proximity to the foxhounds, 
surrounded on three sides by 
trade stands and in front of the 
Vice Presidents tent on the 
fourth, meant that the show had a 
much more cohesive structure 
and provided a far wider audience 
for all the outside rings. There was 
much to like about the fresh layout. 

The new team at the 
showground have put much 
thought and effort to this year's 
event. I nevitably there were a few 
snags and hiccups, but they must 
be congratulated on a hugely 
improved experience for all. Our 
thanks go to the whole team.

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Harriers 

WITH only 10 packs of stud book 
harriers in the country (seven of 
which were showing) the breed 
faces huge challenges in avoiding 
inbreeding, writes Matthew Higgs, 

Most packs, therefore, are 
experimenting with outcrosses to 
a variety of other hound breeds, 
which has led to many developing 
a distinct type. This can prove a 
challenge forjudges asked to 
compare them in the show ring. 

An added complication this 
year was the addition, in some 
classes (as unfortunately only 
two West Country harriers packs 
were forward), of hounds from 
that separate breed that compete 
biennially at Peterborough. 

Tim Easby, director of the 
Hunting Office, and Ollie Dale 
MFH (Ludlow), who previously 
hunted the Granta Harriers, 
judged the doghounds. The 
Holcombe took the unentered 
dogs with the distinctive black 
and tan Daystar, the first of their 


many placings with hounds sired 
by High Peak Batman 10. Waveney 
Lancaster was second, well shown 
by new huntsman Reuben Kench. 

New master Simon Dunn 
produced Ross Hulcot 13, an 
athletic true stud book harrier, to 
win the entered dog class. He was 
eventually doghound champion 
and best in show. The Holcombe 
took both second and third place. 

The North Norfolk - the only 
pack of West Country harriers 
hunting outside Devon and 
Somerset - were the only entry in 
that breed's unentered class. 

They had to settle for third, 
though, in the entered class 
behind the Taunton Vale's larger 
Badger 12A and Hornet 14, shown 
enthusiastically by huntsman 
Wayne Gregory. These two went 
on to stand champion and reserve 
in their championship. 

Last year's champion 
Holcombe Barrister 12 led in a 
one, two, three for that pack in the 
stud book stallion hound class. In 
the West Country equivalent, the 


Taunton Vale triumphed with 
their Barrister 12A, who was the 
West Country champion in 2013. 

David Wallace presented the 
trophy to the winner of the next 
class for appendix C hounds 
(those at the first stage of an 
outcross) - appropriately enough 
to Taunton Vale Bowler 09C by a 
foxhound from his late father's 
pack Exmoor Boxer 04.

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Deciding to invest in an arena is an exciting but daunting prospect. 
Sarah Radford picks out the key points to consider before taking the plunge 


1. Location 


IF installing an arena will be part of a bigger equestrian 
build, eonsider the whole layout upfront. 

“You don’t want to eompromise on the best solution,” 
advises Charles Britton, who runs the 36-year-old 
equestrian faeilities eompany of the same name. 

“Authorities are typieally not keen for faeilities to 
sprawl over too large an area, so putting it nearer to 
existing faeilities will always make it easier to seeure 
support,” he says. 

While hedgerows and trees ean provide shelter from 
prevailing wind, most installers advise steering elear 
beeause of the problems ereated by falling leaves and 
roots — while planners also objeet to the impaet on 
mature trees. 

Soil eonditions ean also be a eonsideration. 

“An arena ean be built on almost any ground, but if 
there are diffieult eonditions — for example if it’s roeky 
or boggy — then it is going to need more investment 
in either equipment or materials, so if there is an 
alternative position, eonsider it,” advises Charles. 
“Similarly, if you ean’t get at least eight-wheel tipper 
lorries to the site, eosts will be greater for smaller lorries 
or re-handling of materials.” 


“Don’t worry too mueh about earthworks,” notes 
Total Equestrian Construetion’s Steve Keen. “People are 
eoneerned if they have a slope that it will be expensive, 
but usually it’s the eheapest part.” 

2. Size 


THE most popular arena size is 40x20m, while those 
dedieated to dressage may opt for a 60x20m layout. For 
jumping arenas, extra width is reeommended. 

“Even 40x25m makes a differenee to where you ean 
site jumps, so I always advise people to go for the extra 
five metres if they ean,” says Steve. 

Charles Britton also suggests being elear on how the 
arena will be used. 

“Some uses are better served by another, separate 
faeility. If you do a lot of lungeing, the arena ean 
potentially be harmed by intense, eoneentrated aetivity. 
You may be better off having a separate lungeing arena, 
perhaps making the main arena a bit smaller to fund it.” 

3 . Base and drainage 

THE base is unquestionably the most important aspeet 
of an arena build. If it isn’t eonstrueted properly, the

arena surface will never perform as intended and 
pooling water and soft spots will result. 

“When you build an arena, only the surface and the 
fencing should need changing when they reach the 
end of their life expectancy, nothing else,” says Jackson 
Arenas James Alford. 

Different installers have different approaches to the 
structure of drainage — and it is an area for the expert 
to advise — but don’t skimp on stone or membranes. 

“The key issue is hard limestone for the drainage 
network. It’s clean and it keeps the drains clean,” 
says James. 

Leisure Ride’s chief executive officer Ross Hemming 
agrees: “You want the stone to be as hard as possible — 
limestone or granite work best, and it needs to be evenly 
compacted.” Having a suitable top membrane is also 
important to prevent puncturing. 

“We recommend a minimum of 300g per square 
metre Newton tear strength,” Ross adds. 

4. Surfaces 


WITH such a wide range on offer — and many differing 
opinions as to what works best — choosing a surface can 
be a minefield. 

Should you opt for woodchip, PVC, rubber-mix or 
sand and fibre? 

“It is the one question that everyone gets hooked up 
on, yet it’s just a part of the whole decision process,”

says Charles. “We would always stress though, don’t 
compromise on the rest of the structure to install a 
top-price surface — it won’t work.” 

For most people, the primary factors influencing 
surface choice are budget and the level and type of use. 

If you want to get a feel for the type of ride you are 
looking for and what would best suit the requirements 
of your discipline, try to see a surface in work rather 
than just viewing samples. 

Most people installing an outdoor arena opt for a 
sand-based surface, and Ross has some basic advice: 

“The sand is most important thing. The surface will 
always ride deep if it’s wrong. You need angular, high- 
quality silica sand, not round grains. Damp binds the 
angular grains together.” 

“Good” going on natural turf is considered the best 
surface for a horse, and this is what additives to sand are 
trying to mimic. 

“Fibres of the right consistency will emulate turf’s 
root structure,” Ross explains. 

Sand and rubber is a popular budget surface, whereas 
at the other end of the spectrum there is wax. 

Wax surfaces were pioneered by Martin Collins 
Enterprises more than 30 years ago and are designed 
to provide the most consistent ride — although with 
greater capital outlay. 

“Wax makes a surface behave as though it’s wet and 
minimises dust. It also repels water, which makes the 
arena less likely to freeze,” says Martin’s son Nicholas. 
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“It gives you finer eontrol to ereate the ride you 
want — a surfaee should have eontrolled movement, 
balaneing hoof stability and support with give’.” 

It is wise to remember that the “perfeet” surfaee 
arguably does not exist and that maintenanee will 
always be key. 

“Everybody wants a surfaee that you don’t have to 
maintain, that doesn’t freeze in winter or need watering 
in summer,” adds Ross. “You ean’t have a very low 
maintenanee surfaee without giving up something else 
— usually performanee.” 

5. Planning permission 

MOST arena installation eompanies offer a “turn key” 
solution that ineludes handling the proeess for you. 
However, if you are going it alone, it’s useful to be aware 
of the issues that are most likely to eoneern your eounty 
eouneil. The planning permission proeess ean take up to 
three months. 

“For equestrian builds, it’s worth eontaeting your loeal 
planning authority before doing anything else. They ean 
tell you what is more likely to be aeeeptable,” says Gill 
Davies from Martin Collins operations. 

One of the most eommon areas of eompromise is 
lighting, whieh ean pose aesthetie eonsiderations as well 
as troubling neighbours. 

“When siting an arena, it’s worth eonsidering if 
there is traffie passing on a nearby highway that might 
prevent you installing lighting,” says Charles. 

Modern LED lights mounted on the feneing rather 
than a pole ean provide a work-around. 

The loeation of drains is also important. 

“Some eouneils want to know where the outfall 
is — it may be going into a diteh adjaeent to a road or 
impaeting a neighbour’s land,” says Ross. 

When building in an area of outstanding natural 
beauty (AONB), aesthetie eonsiderations ean be of 
high importanee. 

“We eurrently have a build in Malvern where the 
elient wanted light eoloured sand but the eouneil 
wanted the surfaee toned down,” says Ross. 

“They didn’t want bright white in the middle of a 
green field. We managed to souree sand from a different 
region — it was still siliea sand but darker.” 


6. Finishing touches 

FENCES 

IF you are installing the feneing yourself, do the job 
properly to ensure longevity. 

“We always eonerete the feneing in beeause if you 
don’t, within a eouple of years it will bow out and look 
horrible,” explains Ross. “We also re-treat the bottom 
of our fenee posts with bitumin before putting them in 
the ground.” 

Ross also advises not skimping on kiekboards. 

“We have stone that eomes under the kiekboard as 
they are more likely to rot in eontaet with soil. You need 
a height of 13-15in of timber to prevent surfaee loss,” 
he adds. 

Charles Britton eautions against pitting 
budget against safety. 

“Fenee height is important — a flimsy fenee 
that is too low ean aetually be a danger. We 
reeommend 4ft din above the top of the riding 
surfaee, whieh is about 5ft din out of the ground,” 
he says. 



When positioning GATES 

mirrors, consider the IF you want to praetise dressage test riding, a eentral 
direction of the sun entranee on a kiekboard arena might be the option for 

when you are most you. Otherwise, Ross advises that gates are best loeated 
iikeiy to be riding, to offset or in the middle of a long side, 
avoid giare “We will never put a gate on the eentre line. If a gate is 

left open, a naughty horse on the eentre line will be out 
of the gate and gone. We also try not to put them in a 
eorner for the same reason,” he says. 

MIRRORS 

UNIVERSAL adviee for installing mirrors is that in order 
to avoid glare, you should eheek the direetion of the sun 
at the time of day when you are most likely to be riding. 

They should be angled towards the ground and 
attaehed to a framework rather than direetly to feneing. 

7. The cost 


UNSURPRISINGLY a number of faetors will impaet 
the eost, but as an example, Jaekson Arenas quotes 
^19,500 plus VAT for a “budget” arena. 

Most arena installation eompanies strongly eaution 
against eutting eorners, as many lower-eost fixes will 
only shorten the lifespan of the arena or take additional 
expense to remedy later on. 

For those on a tight budget, there are some areas 
where you might make savings. 

“Cut your size, not your budget,” suggests Charles. 

“If you want a big arena but ean’t afford it yet, and it is a 
site requiring eut and fill, have it levelled ready for a big 
arena and extend later.” 

James Alford believes some savings ean be made on 
the finishing details. 

“The only plaee where you ean really save money is 
feneing,” he says. “Sometimes it’s an option to use round 
maehine posts, whieh are quieker to put in. A fenee isn’t 
essential — you eould just have kiekboards.” 

While it is better to install your ehosen arena surfaee 
from the beginning — as taking up and replaeing a 
surfaee results in added eosts later on — if you are 
building on a budget, having a long-term plan to 
upgrade is a possibility. 

“It might be worth putting up with a surfaee that isn’t 
your first ehoiee for a eouple of years,” advises Ross. “If 
you buy good quality angular siliea sand to begin with, 
surfaees ean be improved with the right fibre.” H&H

Talk Of The North, who was named after a Manchester nightelub 



A fter leaving school, I vv^ent 
to work for David Bowen as 
a groom. David rode horses 
for nightclub proprietor Joe 
Pullen, who ovmed Talk Of 
The North, a horse he named after his 
nightclub in Manchester. 

The horse started his career under Mark 
Hussey — who went on to become a famous 
wrestler — before being given to Graham 
Fletcher to ride. 

Graham and Talk Of The North won a lot 
of classes, but Graham had young horses 
coming through, so Joe gave the ride to me 
as a schoolmaster. 

When I was 18 in 1973, 1 competed Talk 
Of The North at my first international show 
in Holland, where we won the puissance 
and the grand prix. The following year. 


I went to Olsztyn, Poland where I was 
number five in the British team, and when 
we went back in 1976, 1 jumped in my first 
Nations Cup. 

I also won my first class at the Horse 
of the Year Show with him — a bareback 
speed class. I beat Harvey Smith and 
German rider Hartwig Steenken, who had 
won the World Championships in 1974 
at Hickstead. 

Talk Of The North was quite old- 
fashioned and more of a stuffy cobby sort 
than a blood horse. 

He wasn’t very big either at only 15.3hh, 
but he was a stepping stone to competing 
on the international stage and gave me lots 
of experience. 

I rode him until he was retired at 18, after 
which he lived out his years in the field. H&H
